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Top Defence source says: 

Teachers’ killers

The suspected murderers of tbe 
two Alula teachers bad Dot initially 
intended to kill the couple, a senior 
defence source told reporters yeater- 
day. 

The source confirmed press re- 
ports that when two of the West 
Bank youths chanced upon the cou- 
ple on Mt. Gil boa they were, driven 
off by Yosef Eliahu^ who brandished 
a pistol. The two collected the third 
suspect and the stolen carbine they 
had cached, returning to shoot 
Eli ah u in the back and strangle his 
companion. Lea EUnakais. 

Although the 'suspects may not 
have set out to kill Jews, the source 
did not think the murder would have 
occurred if the victims were Arabs, 
so nationalism is considered a mo- 
tive. 

There has' been a dramatic rise in 
the severity of terrorist attacks this 
year with 10 deaths recorded, com- 
pared to five deaths in the same 
period last year. 

The attacks were initiated in Israel 
and the administered areas, as the 
borders have been sealed against 
terrorist infiltration. The most signi- 
ficant characteristic of tbe terrorist 
attack was that about half were local- 
ly organized and not connected with 
outside tenor groups. 

Although these spontaneous acts 


of terror do not amount to a wave, 
they have to be taken seriously, the 
source said. 

The rise in attacks by individuals 
and small groups has possibly been 
influenced by several factors. 

Syria and other countries have 
ste pped np broadcasts to incite the 
Palestinian population . Some broad- 
casts 'exhort die inhabitants of the 
area to emulate the Shi’ites “who 
drove the CDF out of Lebanon.” 

Several Palestinian terrorist 
groups are now based in Jordan, 
giving them more influence in the 
areas than they had when they were 
headquartered in Tunis, Algiers or 
even Beirut. 

Most West Bank leaders visiting 
Amman these days call on Yasser 
Arafat and his deputy Khalil Wazir. 
The status of the PLO .in the areas 
has been enhanced since the political 
rapprochement with King Hussein. 

The release some months ago of 
1,150 security prisoners in exchange 
for three CDF soldiers has encour- 
aged terrorists, the source admitted. 

Authorities are gearing up action 
to discourage locally-initiated ter- 
ror, the source said. 

At the same time the majority of 
West Bank Arabs have not partici- 
pated in terror attacks or disturb- 
ances and authorities have to avoid 
provoking them, the source said.

Anti Jemayel pact forming 
* among Lebanese Christians

The gloom that has marked Treas- 
ury's reactions to economic develop- 
ments in the last few months dissi- 
pated yesterday. The ministry was 
dearly delighted after the Bank of 
Israel announced that the govern- 
ment had absorbed IS251.6 billion 
. from the public and that the foreign 
currency reserves rose by $3 million 
to SI ,955m. last month. 

. It was the first time in almost a 
year that the central bank was able to 
announce an increase in the reserves 
that was not the result of American 
foreign aid. The increase took place 
despite a very large debt repayment. * 
According to government sources, 
the private sector last month brought 
in some $200m. from abroad and this 
pushed up tbe reserves level. 

Speaking in Tel Aviv yesterday. 
Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda'i 


said July's fiigures showed that the 
government’s economic plan has 
started showing positive signs. 
Moved by the good news. Moda'i 
said that if the economic programme 
succeeds. Israel will have one of the 
world's strongest economies. 

Prime Minister- Peres, too. was 
clearly satisfied with the statistics. 
Speaking during a tour of the Teva 
pharmaceuticals factory in Jeru- 
salem yesterday, the premier said 
that if the public continued to sup- 
port the economic plan, economic 
recovery would take less time than 
planned. “It was the first time in 
many months that the presses did not 
print money. The economic plan wil 
continue until the beginning of 1986, 
and then developments will take a 
normal course," he added. 

Moda’i admitted tbat the $3m. 
increase in the reserves was not in 
itself significant, but it showed a 
tComnuwdon Page 17). . .

EEC envoys in S. Africa summoned home 


HELSINKI. - Foreign ministers of 
the 10 European Common Market 
countries agreed in a meeting here 
late Wednesday night to summon 
their ambassadors home from South 
Africa for “‘consultationsj” it was 
announced yesterday . 

A statement issued by tbe EEC 
countries said the ambassadors are 
to meet to discuss what measures 
might be taken against South Africa 
to protest its racial and political 
policies. 


It was dear from the statement's 
wording and private remarks of offi- 
cials after the meeting that the minis- 
ters had not been able to agree on 
immediate joint measures against 
South Africa. 

France called for joint action, but 
West Germany was understood to 
have opposed sanctions, a position 
shared by Great Britain. 

In 'Tumahole, South Africa, 
Nobel Peace Prize winner Bishop 
Desmond Tutu said yesterday he 


was prepared to break the law in 
challenging new curbs by the South 
African government on funerals in 
black townships. 

He was speaking at a funeral ser- 
vice for riot victims' in this township 
just outside an area covered by tbe 
new restrictions.

Labour-Likud tension 
erupts in cabinet clash

Labour and the Likud stepped up 
the level of inter-pany invective 
yesterday in a furious argument in 
the inner cabinet but both sides 
seemed eager to contain the damage 
without endangering the future of 
the national unity government. 

The storm erupted in the inner 
cabinet meeting about terror when 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres forced 
an apology from Industry Minister 
Ariel Sharon, who had lashed out 
against Peres for saying that the 
Likud “let tbe Kahane genie out of 
the bottle.” 

Peres apparently found the per- 
sonal tone of Sharon's attack parti- 
cularly offensive, and said “If the 
speaker does not apologise this 
meeting is over." Sharon then back- 
ed down saying he had not intended 
a personal attack. 

Vice Premier Shamir came to the 
fore saying it “was not customary in 
any country for the prime minister to 
attack partners to his government, 
especially when these partners (the 
Likud) are major partners. When 
the prime minister attacks (us) near- 
ly every day he cannot but expect us 
to retaliate.” 

The dash in the inner cabinet 
came after several days of growing 
acrimony in the statements of repre- 
sentatives of both parties. Many of 
these verbal attacks were launched 
in retaliation for what was perceived 
as slights from the other party. 

But once matters exploded at the 
top, the 10-minister inner cabinet, it 
appeared that neither side was in- 


terested in increasing tension to the 
extent that it would pose a major 
threat to the government. 

Shamir's defence of Sharon stres- 
sed the Likud's right to retaliate 
against attacks, but a source close to 
the foreign minister said Shamir 
wants to “avoid unnecessary fric- 
tion.” in the coalition. The Likud 
can also look hack into history for 
ways to attack the Alignment, this 
source said, but the foreign minister 
feels it important to concentrate on 
tbe present and future rather than 
the past. 

Sources dose to Peres also said 
last night that they do not believe the 
dispute in the inner cabinet would 
spread. 

Sharon daimed that he had been 
misquoted about the need to hit 
terror bases in Jordan. He reported- 
ly told the inner cabinet that he did 
not think these bases should be 
bombed but rather that Israel should 
hit the terrorists wherever they are - 


an acceptable formula that would 
not overly jeopardize possible prog- 
ress in the peace process. He was 
also angry at being passed over as the 
government representative to the 
funeral of Albert Bukhris in Afula. 
(He was eventually sent there after 
no other minister could be found. ) 

At a level below the cabinet, party 
officials and ministers continued 
with harsher than usual attaks 
against the rival parties yesterday. 

Thus for example the Herut 
spokesman issued a statement strik- 
ing out against Peres for blaming the 
Likud for the sorry state of the 
economy. Peres has often made such 
statements in the past and Likud 
politicians have frequently replied to 
them. However, yesterday's retort 
by the Herat spokesman raised 
many eyebrow's in Herat as well and 
it was stressed that the statement by 
no means is an official party line.

Shamir: Egypt, Jordan must halt aiding terrorists

Vice Premier Yitzhak Shamir said 
yesterday that if Jordan and Egypt 
wish Israel to talk about peace 
seriously, they must stop cooperat- 
ing with the terrorist elements pre- 
sent in their countries.

A government spokesman in Am- 
man yesterday denied allegations 
that new PLO bases had been set up 
in Jordan and accused Israel of 
trying to create impediments to 
peace, according to AP. 

“I would say the Israelis were 
looking for any reason not to go on 
with the discussions for pea'ce." said 
Michele Hamam eh, Jordan’s under- 
secretary of information, in a tele- 
phone interview last night. 


Liberal convention mooted by merger foes

TEL AVTV. - Liberal Party oppo- 
nents of a merger with Herut yester- 
day demanded an early meeting of 
the party convention. 

The demand was unexpectedly en- 
dorsed last night by Tourism Minis- 
ter Avraham Sharir, one of nine 
liberal Knesset members who have 
declared their intentions to open 
independent negotiations with 
Herat, and perhaps the most ardent 
merger advocate in the party. 

Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda’i 
meanwhile told a press conference 
last night that the nine MKs have 


removed themselves from the party. 

“If it were possible to oust people 
from the Knesset in mid-term, I 
would do it. These people had better 
enjoy this term while it lasts because 
no party institution will elect them 
next time.*' he said. Referring to 
charges that ModaTs aide changed 
the wording of a key convention 
resolution after the vote, tbe other 
ministers said Moda’i used “dirty 
tricks.” They denied tbe change was 
made with convention chairman Yit- 
zhak Katabi's knowledge and pro- 
duced a letter from Katabi saying he 
had no foreknowledge whatever of 
the changes. 


Moda’i called the charges base- 
less. He said the changes were made 
in the early hours of the convention, 
before noon, leaving the chairman 
plenty of time to notify delegates. 
“The changes were not important.” 
he said, “they were made at the 
request of the Liberal Workers Un- 
ion, which was afraid of being under- 
represented. 

Asked what could be done to heal 
the rift in the party Moda'i 
answered, that the merger with 
Herat would.

High Court of Justice rules for Kahane, againstMiari Assad tells anny to fr unmore

The High Court of Justice yesterday established 
several precedents in its relationship with th& 
Knesset. In two separate opinions delivered ;on 
petitions brought by this Knesset’s polar extremes 
- Kach leader Meir Kahane and Mohammed 
Ntiari of the Progressive List for Peace, the court 
found for the former and ruled against die latter.- 

Kahane had appealed against a decision by 
Knesset Speaker Shlomo Hfllel not to allow him to 
present motions of no confidence because, as a 
single member, he did not constitute a “faction”- 
under the Basic Law: -The Knesset, or in the 
Knesset's regulations. 

Court President Meir Shamgar and Justices 
Aharon Barak and Avraham Goldberg found that 
a single Knesset member did constitute a “fac- 
tion." 


“A faction that does oot have the right to 
present a motion of no confidence is partiamen- 
taiily deformed," the bench found, “and this 
harms the entire fabric of parliamentary life." 

In dismissing Mian's petition, Shamgar, joined 
by Justices Gavriel Bach and Shoshana Netany- 
ahu, found that i there was no justification in 
intervening in the Knesset Committee's recom- 
mendation to limit thp Arab MK*S immunity 
since this had not yet been voted on in the plenum. 

MK Rafael Eitan (Tehiya) had moved to have 
Mian’s immunity limited because he had express- 
ed support for PLO leader Yasser Arafat. The 
committee recommended in June that Miari's 
freedom of movement and his immunity to search 
and arrest be limited. 

The justices found that persistent intervention 


by the court in every paliamentary process, even if 
this was not accompanied by any real effect, would . 
“turn parliamentary life into a field of tricks and 
tangles where every stage would be: accompanied 
by appeals for temporary injunctions." . 

“From the point of the balanced separation of 
powers, it is not desirable that the court serve as a 
barrier to debates in the plenum for a cause thatis 
preparatory and early, and has no real effect or 
harm.” They wrote, notiog that -the court had to 
exercise self-restraint. - '• ■ 

But in the Kahane derision, the court stressed 
that it has the power of judicial review of internaL 
parliamentary procedures. “A democratic society 
is one which employs the separation of powers. 
This means the balance and mutual supervision of 
the various powers, not walls between them, but 
rather bridges, measures and controls."

Unemployment down, but 50 per cent jump predicted 


Although there has been a steady 
drop in the unemployment rate from 
a high of 6.4 per cent in the last 
quarter of 1984 to nearly 5.7 per cent 
today, the labour minis ter this week . 
predicted the rate would surge by 50 
per cent by the end of the year, 
meaning a total of some 120,000 
Israelis out of work. 

Dire predictions in the field of 
unemployment statistics are not a 
new thing in our economy, and not 
new for Labour Minister Moshe Kat- . 
sav. Just six months ago, Katsav 
made from page headlines when he 
grimly forecast a possible growth m 
the number of unemployed to 
150,000 by June of this year. 

Employment statistics make con- 
fusing reading at the best of times, 
and it is all the more difficult to focus 
on upcoming trends while riding the 
country’s rollercoaster of an eco- 
nomy and holding on for dear life, 
political or otherwise. 

A quarterly mishmash of statistics 
generated by the State Employment 
Service, the Central Bureau of Sta- 
tistics and the National Insurance 
Institute was released this week by 
the Labour Ministry. “We are in a 
transition period to greater unem- 
ployment," Katsav said in present- 
ing these findings to the press. He 
introduced them as background to a 
two-pronged plan to brunt the social 


impact of growing unemployment. 

Katsav submitted the plan yester- 
day to Prime Minister Peres, who 
reiterated his position that unem- 
ployment would not be used to help 
cure the economy and promised to 
bring the plan before the cabinet 
shortly. . 

When the cabinet does debate the 
issue, it will probably draw on much 
' of the information presented in the 
ministry's report on major employ- 
ment trends during the first quarter 
of 1985, providing the latest statistics 
available. The following are some of 
the report’s most salient conclu- 
sions: 

•Adjusted for seasonal factors, the 
unemployment rate has dropped 
from 6.4 per cent in the last quarter 
of 1984 to about 5.7 per cent today, 
representing a total of about 87,000 
'jobless. Furthermore, preliminary 
statistics on the first months of the 
second quarter indicate the unem- 
ployment rate is stable. 

•While there are fewer unem- 
ployed, people are taking longer to 
find work and more are filing for 
unemployment compensation, a 
phenomenon that points to the de- 
velopment of a “hard core" of unem- 
ployed. About 80 per cent of job- 
seekers looked for five weeks or 
more to find a job in the first quarter 
of 1985, up from 77 per cent in the

Egypt promises to ease access for Israeli boats 


Post Diplomatic Reporter 
Israel's .ambassador to Egypt 
Moshe Sasson yesterday met Egyp- 
tian Prime Minister Kamal Hassan 
Ali for a discussion on ways to ease 
the passage of Israeli yachts off the 
Egyptian coast south of Eilat. 

There have been numerous inci- 
dents in which Israel claimed that 


Egypt was not honouring-its commit- 
ments to allow Israeli yachts access 
to sites in the area. In a few of these 
incidents, Israeli yachts were briefly 
held by the Egyptians. 

The Foreign Ministry said yester- 
day that Ali and Sasson had agreed 
to solve certain immediate problems 
“with all possible speed.” 


Judge to review detention of terrorist 


A military judge today will review 
a six-month detention order im- 
posed on Ziad Abu Ain by the 
military commander of Judea and 
Samaria Wednesday, the IDF re- 
ported. 

Abu Ain, who was one of 1,150 
security prisoners released two 
months ago in exchange for three 
IDF soldiers, last month allegedly 


planned a bus hijacking with youths 
from the Gaza Strip, who were sub- 
sequently arrested by the security 
forces.- 

Abu Ain was tried and convicted 
of kilting three people in a bomb 
attack in 1979. 

He later escaped to the U.S. but 
was extradited to Israel in 1981. 


IDF stops Kach members near Jenin 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

Twelve Kach supporters were 
stopped and detained at a military 
roadblock outside Jenin yesterday 
morning as they tried to enter the 
town. 

The 12 were apparently on their 
was to Arrabune, the home village of 
the alleged killers of the Afula 
teachers. 

The men. who first tried to enter 
Jenin from the direction of Afula, 
were turned back and then tried to 
circumvent the army. They were 
detained and taken to the local milit- 
ary government headquarters, ques- 
tioned and released. 


In Nablus, the curfew imposed on 
central parts of the city following 
Tuesday’s murder of an Israeli civi- 
lian there continued. Military 
sources said yesterday that the clo- 
sure of the a-Najah University in the 
town was temporary and linked to 
the curfew. 

University authorities said that 
soldiers had entered the campus on 
Wednesday and seized material 
from the offices of the student coun- 
cil , which was preparing for elections 
next .week. The oniversity feared 
that the army’s action was the pre- 
lude to a Longer closure of the cam- 
pus, the largest in the West Bank.

This is 
considered a further indication that 
the ratio of “veteran" unemployed is 
growing.

“We expect a 50 per cent increase 
in unemployment by the end of the 
year,” Katsav declared this week, 
pointing to expected dismissals of 
11,000 workers in private industry 
and 9.U00 in the public sector..

DAMASCUS (AP). - Syrian Presi- 
dent Hafez Assad called on his 
Soviet-equipped army to redouble 
efforts to .achieve a balance of power 
witb'Israel and criticized Arab lead- 
ers seeking a peaceful settlement for 
the 37-year-old conflict with the Jew- 
ish State. 

His call came in a message pub- 
lished by Syrian newspapers on the 
40th anniversary of the Syrian armed 
forces. 

Assad demanded "more practice 
and training with sophisticated 
weapons. Our confidence in the fu- 
ture is great, but the future requires 
readiness because. the enemies are 
determined to force us into submis- ■ 
sion. 

“We see around us Arab regimes 
fallin g down on, the road of surren- 
der... Consequently, we in Syria 
have no alternative but to double our 
efforts to prevent the total collapse 


of the Arab - nation, which is what 
Israel is planning.” said Assad, ‘ 
rrr mman de r- in -chief of the 362,000- 
strong Syrian army. , 

He was apparently referring to 
join peace moves by Jordan’s King * 
Hussein and PLO chief Yasser Ara- 
fat. * 

“Those Arab rulers who got in- 
vblyed in snrxenderist schemes are . 
blinded by personal interests... But 
they will never stop the course of the 
struggle, arid they will harvest only 
deception and the anger of the ha- J 
Son.” fie declared. 

He did not mention names, bat 
said these leaders are “traitore:” * 
“Syria will exert all efforts to 

achieve a strategic balance with the 

enemy," said Assad. 

“Such balance is aprimordia] re- . 
quirement for establishing peace 
that would restore to . people their - ' 
usurped rights.” 


Moslems destroy Christian villages 


LEBAA, Lebanon (AP). - Moslem 
and leftist forces have, demolished a 
string of abandoned Christian vil- 
lages in South Lebanon to stop tbe 
return of thousands of Christians 
who fled a major offensive three 
months ago. 

The scorched earth campaign has 
also tightened the noose around the ■ 
besieged Christian stronghold of 
Jezzine, where some 30,000 Christ* 
ians sought refuge from Moslem 
forces in early May. 

The systematic destruction in a 
score of deserted Christian villages 
has underlined what has effectively 
become the partition of South Leba- 
non into Christian and Moslem can- 
tons - a factor hampering reconcilia- 
tion efforts to end Lebanon’s 10- 
year-old civil war. 

“No Christian belpingthe Israelis 
wil] ever confe back, 1 said Haj Ali, a 
commander of the Popular -Libera- 
tion Army, an alliance of Moslem 


and leftist forces. based around the 
port city of Sidon, west of Jezzine. 

- “We know of at least 620 houses 
demolished in five villages,” a senior 
Greek Catholic priest raid. 

Five kilometres to^ tbe west of 
Jezzine tbe ruins of the small 
township of Old A bra symbolize the 
PLA’s determination to wipe out all 
traces of Christian presence in the 
region. 

Old Abra, in the hills overlooking 
Sidon, is now a moonscape of rubble 
and wrecked buildings through 
which scrub and weeds already are 
growing. Like a score of other vil- 
lages in the coastal Kharoub region, 
it was overran, looted and burned in 
April., After the fighters came de- 
molition teams who dynamited 
houses before bulldozers flattened 
much of tiie rubble. 

Hundreds of Arabic slogans proc- 
laim the victory of the PLA and “tiie 
forces of Islam. ” - 


Hig h court upholds libel definition 


Malice is an essential element in* 
c riminal libel, tiie Supreme Court 
found yesterday, in upholding a low- 
er court’s refusal to support a crimin- 
al complaint against Ha’ arc: z jour- 
nalist Ze’ev Yefet. 

The court ruled against Shmuel 
Borochov, former director-general 
of the Vegetable Marketing Board. 
Borochoy had sought to bring cri- 
minal charges in fel Aviv Magis- 
trates Court for a December 1976 
article in which Yefet reported that 


Borochov bad forged documents. 

Borochov’s complaint was re- 
jected by the magistrates court, and 
by the Tel Aviv District Court. In 
rejecting the former official’s 
appeal, the Supreme Court ordered 
him to pay IS800.000 in court costs. 

In delivering the court’s opinion. 
Justice Avraham Goldberg said the 
article was not intended td harm 
Borochov and that Yefet was .-car- 
rying out his job as a journalist.

‘Hie convention empowered 
Moda’i to appoint a committee to 
negotiate- the merger. Moda’i’s 
sincerity in seeking a merger is 
doubted, and Herat has decided to 
have nothing to do with him or his 
committee and has dropped all 
moves towards a complete merger. 

Tempers worsened further in the 
Liberal Party when it became known 
that Moda'i had had one of the 
convention resolutions changed af- 
ter the vote, thereby empowering 
him to make all appointments of 
Liberal representatives to all party 
and external forums. 

Shamir has not reacted to the 
move by the nine Liberals, and their 


action is seen as putting Herat in a 
bind. It does not want to alienate the 
anti-Moda'i and pro-Herut majority 
in the Liberal Knesset faction. But to 
deal with them might mean incurring 
ModaTs wrath. Herat fears that 
Modal may switch alliances at the 
slightest provocation and make 
narrow Labour-led coalition possi- 
ble. 

Therefore, it is thought in Herat 
that the party leaders will stick to 
their unofficial decision to have no- 
■ thing to do with the Liberal Party. 

The matter may. however, come 
up for discussion at the first Herat 
central committee meeting in many 
months, which convenes here Sun- 
day. It is expected that the commit- 
tee will empower the executive to 
fix a date for the long overdue 
party convention. Betting in Herat is 
that the convention will be held in 
December. It originally was sche- 
duled to meet in 1982.

No change in Soviet policy toward Jews, Tsur says 


By LEA LEV AVI 

TEL AVIV. - There is no evidence 
of a change in Soviet polity toward 
Jews - four were arrested last month 
and immigration figures for July 
were about 150 - but the next few 
months will be critical because of the 
forthcoming summit meetings be- 
tween Soviet leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev and the French, and later. 
American, presidents. Absorption 
Minister Ya’acov Tsur said at a press 
conference here yesterday. 

Pressure by Western leaders on 


the Soviets will help, he said, and 
therefore Israel (through world Jew- 
ry and by other means) has to keep 
the issue of Soviet Jewry on the 
Western leaders agenda so they will 
pressure the Soviets. 

“We mustn't fall into the trap of 
letting it become a bilateral issue 
between Israel and the Soviet Un- 
ion." he said. “Thar could result in 
our being asked to pay prices - the 
Golan, the Galilee, who knows what 
- for half a million Jews. Also mak- 
ing emigration an issue between us 


and the Russians absolves from re- 
sponsibly those, particularly the 
Americans, who can help most." 

Tsur also announced that new im- 
migrants from the West are now 
being invited to live and work in 
Jerusalem in a joint project by the 
Absorption Ministry and the Jeru- 
salem municipality. 

The immigrants will be able to live 
in rented apartments for the first feu- 
years, he said, and employment 
opportunities in hi-tech industries 
will be available to them. 


Asked about the current level of 
emigration from Israel. Tsur said 
that there are no definite numbers 
on its extent, but that according to 
estimates based on army informa- 
tion and the U.S. Immigration Ser- 
vice figures, about 330,000 Israelis 
have emigrated since the establish- 
ment of the state. 

The number has remained con- 
stant at 50.000 every five years, he 
said, though be acknowledged that 
there is a feeling that the rate of 
emigration is growing. 


Former Prisoner of Zion allowed to leave for Israel

Post Reporter 
Yitzhak Shkolnik, a former Pris- 
oner of Zion jailed on trumped-up 
chaiges of espionage, whose wife and 
daughter have been living in Jeru- 
salem since 1973. will be allowed to 
come to Israel in two weeks. 

The 49-year-old radio technician 
from Vinnitsa in the Ukraine, has 
not been vocal in the Soviet Jewish 
movement in the five years since his 


release from prison, but he has 
quietly applied for an exit visa to 
Israel - and been refused j every 
year. 

His wife Feiga and 18-year-old 
daughter Louisa live in Jerusalem's 
Ramot neighbourhood, and haven’t 
seen Yitzhak since they came on 
aliva. 

Shkolnik was originally arrested 
for making “slanderous statements" 
against the Soviet Union. The 


charge was later changed to anti- 
Soviet agitation and propaganda. 
Later the accusation was changed 
again, to spying for the British. After 
vigorous protests from the British. 
Shkolnik was tried and convicted on 
charges of -spring for Israel. His 
10-year sentence was reduced to 
seven. 

His wife and daughter have fought 
for his right to emigrate for years. 

Israel Public Council for Soviet 


Jewry sources told The Jerusalem 
Post yesterday that he had received 
an exit visa and had been told to 
leave the Soviet Union within two 
weeks. The sources said Shkolnik 
was an important name among re- 
fuseniks.

With new school year a month away 

Parents advised to check 
prices of school supplies

With the new school year a month 
away, barring a teachers' strike, pa- 
rents were advised yesterday to 
"make a survey of shops and com- 
pare prices” before purchasing brief- 
cases and other school supplies for 
their children. 

The counsel came from Miriam 
Whartman, coordinator of the con- 
sumers service bureau at the Jeru- 
salem Labour Council. Her staff has 
just concluded a dry-wide survey of 
the capital’s stationery stores and 
has found "shocking gaps" in prices 
of identical or similar items from one 
shop to another. 

“A simple rubber eraser" she told 
reporters, "costs IS50 in one shop. 
IS99 in another and LS20Q at a third. 


A metal pencil sharpener - the iden- 
tical one in three of the shops visited 

- is selling for IS225. IS400 and 
IS695. 

The Popular Benirex large brief- 
case with one firm wall and padded 
shoulder straps was marked 
IS 17.500 in one shop and IS22.950at 
another. 

Earlier this week, the Histadrut 
Consumer Protection Authority 
estimated that outfitting a child for 
the new school year - with text- 
books. school supplies and clothing 

- will average JS195.000 per pupil. 
This is in addition to the IS230.Q00 
parents will probably have to pay 
directly to the schools for each pupil, 
for art and workshop supplies, 
dental treatment, outings and 
photocopying. 


Rape on increase, other crime down

Two Gazan youths caught 
poisoning fish along coast

BEERSHEBA. - With the help of 
informants. Nature Reserves 
Authority inspectors yesterday 
apprehended two more youths who 
allegedly used poison to catch fish 
near the city of Gaza. Last month, 
two other youths were brought be- 
fore a judge for the same offence. 

The NRA’s unit for poison control 
has established that the poison used 
last month was carbomai. A small 
quantity is enough ro kill a great 
number of fish, the NRA spokes- 
woman said. 

"A comprehensive action by the 
unit's inspectors yesterday along the 
coast around the city of Gaza re- 


vealed dozens of youths and adults 
taking advantage of the calm sea and 
good weather to poison fish," the 
spokeswoman said. 

Following such poisonings, many 
fish float to the surface and are then 
caught and sold to unsuspecting 
shoppers. Although many "fisher- 
men" were sighted, only two were 
caught and will be arraigned shortly. 

Apart from the damage to the 
environment and to human life, the 
NRA unit's director, Yitzhak Meir, 
pointed out the danger of such dead- 
ly poisons being freely available to 
the Gazans. 

Two sea turtles were among the 
casualties of the latest spate of 
poisonings. 


MK wants probe of Jewish Agency official

The government official in charge 
of the General Security Service 
should investigate the request by the 
Jewish Agency immigration chief 
that the GSS track down “extremist 
elements” in the Ethiopian com- 
munity.

Nato envoys in Helsinki say: 

Soviets may want some arms control 


HELSINKI (Reuter). - Nato coun- 
tries {were yesterday cautiously opti- 
mistic that Moscow could show a 
new flexibility in limited areas of 
aims control to prove Soviet good- 
will before the November summit 
between the superpowers. 

French External Relations Minis- 
ter Roland Dumas said he and U.S. 
Secretary of State George Shultz 
both sensed a Soviet willingness to 
make progress in the European Dis- 
armament conference in Stockholm 
and the Geneva talks on chemical 
weapons. 

Dumas and Shultz met yesterday 
to cbmpare notes on new Soviet 
Foreign Minister Eduard Shevard- 
nadze. Soviet officials reported 
agreement on a minimum agenda for 
the summit after three hours of talks 
between Shultz and Shevardnadze 
on_wednesday. 

The dialogue between the U.S. 
and |the Soviet Union has oversha- 
dowed commemoration of the 1975 
Helsinki European Security accords 
whidi foreign ministers from 35 
countries have been attending in the 
Finnish capital since Tuesday.

By yesterday, 10 years to the day 
since the U.S. and Canada joined afi 
the European countries except 
Albania in signing wide-ranging 
accords on security and cooperation, 
most of the ministers, including 
Shultz, had already drifted away. 

Dumas told a news conference he 
and Shultz both felt Shevardnadze, 
57, was “rather nice.” 

All the Western ministers who 
have talked with their new Soviet 
counterpart have contrasted his re- 
laxed approach with the stiff style of 
his predecessor, veteran diplomat 
Andrei Gromyko. 

The Stockholm conference, one of 
the arms control forums where 
Shultz and Dumas said they sensed a 
possible Soviet compromise, is 
trying to negotiate ways of prevent- 
ing war breaking out in Europe by 
accident or miscalculation. 

In Moscow, it was announced tbat 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev 
has assumed the chairmanship of the 
powerful defence committee which 
has supreme control of the armed 
forces in the event of war, a senior 
Soviet official said yesterday. 


Leonid Zamyatin, head of the 
Communist Party central commit- 
tee’s international information de- 
partment, confirmed for the first 
time in public that the defence post 
automatically went with the party 
leadership. 

Confirmation of Gorbachev’s de- 
fence position came amid a shake-up 
in the top ranks of the military 
mirroring his drive to bring new 
blood into the party apparatus and 
economy. 

Gen. Yuri Maksimov, 61. a for- 
mer regional commander in Central 
Asia, has been appointed a deputy 
defence minister and is believed by 
Western experts to head the power- 
ful strategic missile forces. 

The former missile chief for the 
past 13 years. Marshal Vladimir 
Tolubko, was dropped following cri- 
ticism of morale and discipline in the 
force published in a party journal. 

The armed forces political directo- 
rate, which forms the link between 
the Communist Party and soldiers, 
has a new head in Gen. Alexei 
Lizichev, 57, succeeding Marshal 
Alexei Yepishev, 77.

LIMA (Reuter). -In his first week in 
office President Alan Garda bas 
given Peru fresh prominence in 
world affairs with bold moves to 
limit debt repayments and defence 
spending. 

But at home he bas been more 
cautious, and is yet to reveal bow he 
intends to tackle major labour un- 
rest, including a six-week-old civil 
servants strike, and economic dis- 
array. 

In bis inaugural speech on Sun- 
day. Garda, who at 36 is Latin 
America's youngest leader, vowed 
to cut debt repayments to 10 per cent 
of export earnings from 45 per cent 
last year, and called on other nations 
in tbe region to follow suit. 

Two days later, 20 Latin Amer- 
ican nations backed moves to link 
future repayments on the region's 
$360 billion debt to export earnings. 

The signatories also welcomed the 
idea of mutually reducing defence 
spending as suggested by Garda, 
who set an example by cutting an 
order for 26 French-built Mirage 



2000 fighter planes. 

But while Lima was at the centre 
of a diplomatic flurry, a dvfl servants 
strike, now in its sixth week, was 
crippling half the government minis- 
tries. and disrupting postal deliveries 
and customs dearance. 

A two-day bank holiday was im- 
posed on Tuesday to allow the gov- 
ernment to implement an economic 
plan aimed at tackling inflation and 
unemployment. Riot police took up 
positions outside banks in Lima's 
financial distria, but no details have 
emerged yet. - 

With inflation running at a record

Foreign bankers say they are sur- 
prised the government still had no 
new economic programme to put 
into action. “It all seems so slip- 
shod,” one said. “The election was 
Iasi April. They should have had 
time to put something together by 
now." 

Peru is already about eight months 
behind on interest due to foreign 
private banks, making the country 
the most delinquent debtor in Latin 
America after Nicaragua and Boli- 


With a limit on repayments of a 
tenth of export earnings, or $310 
million, arrears to commercial banks 
are bound to increase. Peru owes 
banks $600m a year in interest alone/ 
one banker said. 

But the banks know that in the 
event of a confrontation, Garda still 
commands 70 per cent support 
among public opinion at home and 
interest in his debt-strategy is grow- 
ing abroad. 

The absence of fresh funds from 
private foreign banks means that 
Garda may have to depend more 
heavily on financial aid from West- 
ern governments to lift Peru's living 
standards than former president Fer- 
nando Belaunde Terry did. 

The U.S.. Peru's biggest aid 
donor, injected nearly $600 million 
into foe country to keep tbe Be- 
launde government afloat. Diplo- 
mats say one of Garda's major tasks 
will be to keep those aid lines open 
while staying faithful to his Amer- 
ican Popular Revolutionary Alliance 
party’s “anti-imperialist” stance.

KAMPALA, Uganda (AP). - Paulo 
Muwanga, who was vice president 
and defence minister under ousted 
president Milton Obote, was sworn 
in yesterday as prime minister of the 
military government that took pow- 
er In a coup. 

Muwanga, in a speech broadcast 
on Radio Uganda, said the rest of 
the new cabinet probably would be 
announced by tbe end of tbe day. 

Muwanga said in the speech tbat 
Lt. Gen. Tito Okello. tbe new head 
of state and chairman of tbe ruling 
military council, told him the objec- 
tive of Saturday's coup was to bring 
peace and unity to Uganda. 

“We want Uganda to thrive." the 
new prime minis ter said. “We must 
stop foe bloodshed." 

Muwanga's cabinet is to adminis- 
ter the country, under the supervi- 
sion of the military council, until 
elections are held within a year. 

Muwanga was credited with en- 
gineering Obote’s return to the pres- 
idency in a 1980 election tbat was 


widely criticized as befog rigged. 
Obote's earlier stint as president 
ended in 1971 when Idi Amin seized 
power in a coup and began a ruthless 
dictatorship. * 

Okello. in a brief speed) before 
Muwanga was sworn in, denounced 
Obote and asked Ugandans not to 
harbour fleeing pro-Obote troops. 

He also summoned leaders of the 
country's four political parties to a 
meeting, and there was speculation 
that the division of posts in the new 
cabinet would be discussed. 

The World Bank is evacuating all 
its foreign employees and their de- 
pendents from Uganda and tempor- 
arily suspending its projects there 
because of instability following last 
weekend's coup, a World Bank 
source said yesterday in Nairobi.

German scientist finds clue

BRIGHTON (Reuter). - Genital 
warts are a probable cause of cervic- 
al cancer, foe second most common 
form of cancer in women, a West 
German specialist said yesterday. 

Prof. Harald zur Hausen, a patho- 
logist from Heidelberg, told repor- 
ters he had isolated traces of genital 
wart viruses, one of the most com- 
mon sexual! v - *ransrai rted diseases, 
in tumours.* “There is very good 
reason to believe that foe viruses 
have something to do with cancer 
development.” be said before pre- 
senting his findings to a conference 
of the International Society for 
Sexually-Transmitted Disease Re- 
search in this southern English re- 


sort. 

t . Cervical cancer is second to breast 
cancer as foe most common form of 
the disease among womeu, but is foe. 
most common in many Third World 
countries. Past theories have sug- 
gested that herpes may cause it. but 
so far the herpes virus has not been 
isolated in tumours. 

Genital warts, known since foe 
times of foe ancient Greeks, are 
three times more common than 
herpes. 

Zur Hausen said five of foe more 
than 30 viruses isolated appeared to 
carry a risk of cancer, with two 
holding a very high risk. 


Vandalized Rembrandt painting 
is being restored, experts say 


MOSCOW (AP). - A Rembrandt 
masterpiece damaged by an arid- 
throwing vandal has been saved 
from destruction and is being res- 
tored for eventual return to Lenin- 
grad's Hermitage Museum, a Soviet 
newspaper reported yesterday. 

The “evil-doer" poured sulfuric 
acid on Rembrandt's Portrait of 
Danae on June 15, foe Communist 
Party daily Pravda said. 

. Rembrandt painted the portrait in 
-1636. It is one of the star attractions 
of the 17th-century Dutch collection ■ 
in foe Hermitage, housed in the ' 
former czarist Winter Palace in 
Leningrad. 


At first, Pravda said, experts wor- 
ried the painting might have been 
ruined, but they discovered that a 
lacquer coating on the canvas neut- 
ralized muchof foe acid's effects. 

“Of course , the painting was dam- 
aged. but as careful study showed, 
not so badly that it had to be consi- 
dered a ruin,” Hermitage director 
Boris B. Piotrovsky was quoted as

- Prime Minis- 
ter Rajiv Gandhi led hundreds of 
mourners yesterday in paying last 
respects to Lalit Maken, a national 
lawmaker and trade union leader 
assassinated by two unidentified 
gunmen. 

Maken, a 34-year-old first-term 
member of Paiiiainent from foe ; 
Congress Party, was slain along with ' 
his wife Gitanjali and a local party j 
worker Wednesday morning. 

Police said Maken may have been 
a victim of Sikh terrorism, union 
rivalry or political vendetta. Three 
people have been detained for inter- 
rogation. 

Gandhi and dozens of government 
minis ters, Congress Party officials 
and lawmakers laid wreaths of mari- 
golds on Maken’s body, lying in state 
at his New Delhi residence.

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OVADIA ELI entered public life 
after tbe local Likud branch plucked 
him out of the school system (where 
be met his wife) to challenge Labour 
hegemony in the Afula municipality 
in 1978. He was unopposed when he 
ran for a second term on the Herat 
ticket in 1983. Before that he rose to

the rank of major in the army, and 
Eli, who wears a kippa, makes a 
point of insisting that he never was a 
member of the youth wing of the 
National Religious Party, “despite 
what some people say." 

Until the events of the last two 
weeks, Eli has been as unobtrusive 
as his small town in the western 
Emek. 

Indeed, even tbe waitress , who 
took his order this week in the MKs 
dining room didn't know bis name. 
He can still laugh at what more 
famous politicians take as an affront. 
But next week, after his appearance 
on Moked, and several weekend 
newpaper features on him, he may 
not laugh any more. 

He doesn’t want to be rushed with 
questions that distract from what he 
wants to say. But the interview is 


nevertheless somewhat disjointed 
because of the sudden interest peo- 
ple in the room are taking in him. A 
television journalist, far more well 
known to the nation than Efi, stops 
by to thank the MK-mayor for an 
. interview. 

A former Herat minister, de- 
spatched to political exile by the 
party executive, is visiting the Knes- 
set and stops to pat the bead of Eli’s 
bar-mxtzva-age son, who is visiting 
his father at work this week. 

For all the distractions, though, 
there are some points be wants to 
make: 

. Firstly, he insists that tbe Kahane 
supporters who attacked Arabs and 
battled police in the streets of Afula 
during tbe five days the two school- 
teachers were missing, are not from 
Afula. 


“They came from Migdal 
Ha'Emek. from Upper Nazareth." 
he says, conceding that some 200 of 
the 15.000 voters in Afula voted for 
Kahane in the 1984 Knesset elec- 
tions. 

What Eli saw in his town shocked 
him. Rejecting tbe recent declara- 
tion by Prime Minister Shimon Peres 
that the Likud "let the Kahane genie 
out of the bottle" as “baseless" and 
‘‘ignorant of the principles of 
Herat." Eli describes Kahanism as 
“frightening, for it is racism, blind 
hatred, with Kahane appealing to all 
the animalistic impulses in people." 

He rejects comparisons between 
the desire among some to idolize 
former premier Menacbem Begin 
and Kahane. 

“There’s absolutely no compari- 


son." says Eli. who Tefers to Begins 
"profound beliefs in civil rights" as 
the first of much evidence that there 
can be no mention of Begin and 
Kahane in the same breath. 

“When you add up the frustra- 
tions of the marginal people." says 
Eli. “Kahane has' easy prey." 

He refuses to be "dragged into” a 
discussion on the psychology of the 
people who beat up Arabs with 
whom they had worked peacefully 
for years prior to the kidnapping and 
murders. 

And he rejects Kahane's conten- 
tion that he is simply articulating 
what “everybody thinks." 

“It’s only a small, vocal minority." 
says Eli. who saw his town emptied 
of the thousands of Arab workers, 
afraid for their lives, as gangs of 
rampaging men and boys trashed 
windows of Arab-owned or patro- 
nized shops, chasing and dubbing 
anybody who appeared to be an 
Arab. 

Eli quotes liberally from the Bi- 
ble. using a passage from Isaiah 
about the spread of wild weeds, to 
illustrate his dew of the Kahane 
phenomenon. 

He quickly understood what was 
happening to his town last week, as 
che tension mounted during the five- 
day search for the missing Yosef 
Eliahu. whom Eli calls Yossi and 
describes as "a wonderful, wonder- 
ful man." and Lea Elmakayis. 

He spent much of his rime trying 
to calm down the town. Each day, he 
stood in front of the Afula police 
station to face down crowds of angry 
Jews: each day. he patrolled the 
streets along which many Arabs 
from neighbouring villages pass on 
their way to work to prevent indiscri- 
minate assaults on “tbe innocent." 

The twin reasons for Kahane's 
growing successes, says. Efi. are - 
first and foremost- “the weakness of 
the government." and second what 


he describes as the lack of bitahon. 

The word means "security." but it 
can also mean "confidence.*' Eli 
seems to merge the two meanings, 
citing psychologist Abraham Mas- 
low who spoke of the need for self- 
confidence. while explaining that 
there's "a sense in the country of 
insecurity, of a lack of safety." 

It is this loss of bitahon. he says, 
which has nourished "the wild weeds 
of Kahanism." 

For Eli. the original sin of this 
government was the Tecern prisoner 
exchange in which 1.150 terrorists 
were released in exchange for three 
Israeli soldiers captured in Lebanon. 

“The government should stand up 
and admit it made a mistake: it 
should ask for forgiveness, “says Eli. 
“The very act of contrition would 
send word to our enemies - and to 
our friends, who rightly criticized us 
for the decision — that Israel will 
never again make such a deal. 

“What’s wrong with a government 
admitting a mistake?” he asks. 

Moreover, says the Afula mayor, 
the death penalty should become a 
tool of punishment for “dastardly 
crimes." 

“I’m not saying that everybody 
should get it. Remember, a sanhed- 
rin that put one person to death in 70 
years was known as a deadly sanhed- 
nan. 

“But we must remember where 
we live." says Eli, referring to the 
Middle East region. “We must show 
toughness, the resolve that has been 
so sorely lacking. 

“And yes. if a Jew commits a 
particularly horrifying murder, then 
the prosecution should ask for the 
death penalty." he says. 

But when asked about members of 
the Jewish terrorist underground 
who were sentenced to life imprison- 
ment for murder, Efi says: “I don’t 
know the details. 1 don’t know the 
details." 


His son. studying at a yeshiva in 
Afula, shakes his head to reject the 
comparison. 

Eli does not agree with expens in 
the security forces who insist that the 
death penalty is an “inefficient de- 
terrent." 

"I admit that it’s all speculation to 
talk about the best deterrent," says 
Eli. "There’s neither research on the 
efficacy* or lack of efficacy of the 
death penalty. But does the army do 
research before deriding what action 
to take?" 

Why. he asks rhetorically, should a 
person who “blows up a child” not 
be hanged. He rejects the argument 
that such an execution would make a 
martyr of the criminal. ‘‘How much 
of a martyr can a child-killer be?” 

The main conclusion Eli draws 
from the events in Afula include 
both a carrot and a stick. As a man 
who came to politics from the educa- 
tion system, he speaks of improving 
education in the schools for "coexist- 
ence” between Jews and Arabs. 

He asks not to be pressed abom 
what else should be done, but con- 
cedes that he is considering some 
meetings with Arab leaders from 
nearby'villages and towns to discuss 
wavs to improve relations. 

“In the end. there will be a scar." 
says Efi. “and it will take a long time 
forthe scar to heal." 

THREE HOURS after the inter- 
view ended. Ovadia Eli dashed back 
to his town. An Afula resident had 
been shot in ihe back in the open 
market in Nablus. Once again, with 
the dirt still fresh on the graves of the 
two schoolteachers and with the sus- 
pects in police custody, tempers 
were rising in the hot valley town. 

And once again. Ovadia' Eli made 
impassioned pleas to the residents of 
his town “to behave with honour." 
and called on the government to use 
the death penalty.

: Probably it : was a combination of 
afi these elements; but it is the excep- 
tion rather than the rale that courts, 
especially mflitary courts, establish, 
the true motives behind what has 
been called "foe most unspeakable 
of crimes/' 

The extern and intensity of Israeli 
outrage, not only in Afula, at the 
murder of the two teachers, indi- 
cates a shift in our perception of this 
particular act of terrorism. After all, 
Israel has suffered more brutal 
attacks in which greater numbers of 
its citizens have been killed or 
wounded. 

Just over a month ago. another 
couple were murdered in almost 
identical circumstances in the forests 
near Beit Shemesh. Their alleged 
kflfets were also village youths -tins 
time from Tzurif near Hebron - wbo 
had worked in Israel. In October last 
-war, two young people hiking near 
the Cremisan monastery at Beit Jalla 
were abducted and cold-bloodedly 
murdered by a 22-year-old resident 
of the Dehaishe refugee camp. 

Tbe past year has also seen a 
. number of kidnapping murders of 
soldiers, mclndiiig that of Hadas 
Kedmi, and of civilians and soldiers 
in the West Bank such as Wednes- 
day's shooting of Albert Bukhris. 
But Shnrael Goren, tbe Defence 
Ministry's coordinator of activities in 
the territories, has correctly placed 
these crimes more immediately in 
the context of the mifitaiy. occupa- 
tion. 

WHAT,THEN, is so different about 
the slaying of foe two teachers? It 
has seemed to establish & new pat- 
tern, shocking Israelis into a sense of 
' vulnerability that the Beit Shemesh 
and Cremisan killings, which were 
the first of their kind in along time, 

- failed to do. It is the very indiscri- 
mination of these apparently spon- 
taneous assaults on unarmed civi- 
lians which seems suddenly to have 
imbued the national conflict be- 
tween Arabs and Jews with sectarian 
and ethnic qualities and implica- 
tions. 

Two of the three attacks occurred 
inside tbe Green Line, where such 
danger is not anticipated as it is in the 
t erri t o ries. Fears of similar attacks 
on isolated homes, inside cities, once, 
only reports or memories from 
Northern Ireland, Kenya in the time 
of theMau-Mau or Rhodesia before 
it became independent, have some- 
how become more acute. 

In a0 three instances, the Israeli 
press, even foe most staid newspap- 
ers among them, have carried re- 
ports that the women victims were 
raped or sexually abused before ’ 
being killed. These suggestions have 
not yet been confirmed, but the fact 
that they have been aired betrays the 
fear that such bestiality is to be 
rapected. 

Tragically, one of the most snmiar . 


by three Israelis of an Arab taxi 
driver in Jerusalem, who was hired 
in order that they might murder him . 
A 2&-year-oid soldier, a 24-year-old 
women stndent -and a 26 -year-old 


police mechanic are to go on trial 
soon for the crime, a retaliation for 
the death of a Jewish taxi driver who 
was shot while being robbed by 
Arabs. 

A SINGLE bright green vine, its 
roots exposed by die explosion, is 
foe only thing that remains upright in 
the courtyard of what was Othman 
Bani Hassan’s home. His mother sits 
in the shade, her back against what 
remains of one of foe^ walls. Her face 
bears dull-blue primitive tattoo 
markings. 

“I don't believe they did it." she 
says in a flat monotone, exhausted 
by foe effort to comprehend the 
catastrophe of her son’s alleged 
crime and foe stringent sanction his 
confession brought with it. “They 
must have driven them crazy daring 
tbe interrogation.” 

■ ’ “And what if it turns out that lie 
did in fact kffl the two teacbeis?” 

“We condemn such acts," inter- 
rupts Talal, who has been appointed 
the family spokesman. .“If they did 
it, then they should be punished. But 
no one believes they could have 
done snch a thing. Steal a gun 
maybe, but to go so far as ItiUmg....’ 

“If they wanted to kill Jews then 
why did they not kill the little boy 
Naif [a younger son] found on the 
mountain and brought home?” re- 
sumes the mother. She is referring to 
nine-year-old Guy Raveh, who was 
lost on the mountain last December 
and returned tb his parents in Haifa 
the next day. “We looked after him, 
gave him labane and kept him 
warm.” 

“Maybe Othman was embarras- 
sed by that? There are people who 
allege that another member of the 
family is a collaborator, and that 
Othman wanted to redeem the fami- 
ly’s hooour?” 

“No, that is not true, not true, 
never!” exclaims Talal. “We have 
Jewish neighbours, like Yosef, Haim 
and another guy from Moshav Nnrit 
nearby." 

Ahmad, a well-dressed man m his 
thirties, joins in foe conversation. 
He has' been working at Kibbutz 
Ma’ayan Harod for foe past eight 
years, and speaks fluent Hebrew - 
“almost a haver meshek, ” as he puts 
it. 

“We cannot believe, cannot 
accept that people from our village 
did such a thing. Only two months 
ago I brought a party of children 
from the kibbutz to the village to 
meet Nail They were in this bouse. 
Everyone had a great time.” 

CONFUSION, DISTORTION, 
hyperbole still surround the identi- 
ties and personalities of foe three 
accused lollcrs. The mukhtar of the 
village insists that tbe main hamula 
or clan is Abu Hassan, not to be 
confused with foe Bani Hassan Be- 
duin in northern Jordan. Tbe village 
is not a Bedmn settlement but native 
Palestinian,-' he says. Other villagers 
say they ore an offshoot of foe Bam 
Hassan wbo are famous for their 
loyalty to King Hussein. 

In. one account, foe mukhtar is 
reported to have dismissed foe three 
youths as troublesome layabouts 
who recently stole a tractor. Later, 
in a coffee-house in Jenin, he says 
they were totally normal high-school 
students, unremarkable in any way. 

Like Issa Nimr Abed Rabu, foe 
Cremisan killer, and Sad Mahmoud 
and Mustafa Amar, both 22, who 
confessed to the Beit Shemesh mur- 
ders, foe force youths from Arabbu- 
na are dearly foe so-called “Six Day 
War generation.” AD were born, or 

at least grew up, under Israeli rule, 
tire first generation of their sod ety to 
face rapid economic and social 
change, and this under a non-Arab 
inlor. . . • :«

the poorest and m ost primitives foe 
district according to the local milit- 
ary authorities. Tzurif, where foe 
alleged Beit Shdmesb kfllers Kved, is 
notorious for having taken part in 


the destruction of Kfar Etzion in 
1948. The families of the men ac- 
cused are well known to the author- 
ities. 

“YOU MUST realize that for young 
Arab men, espedally those from the 
villages, the idea of karame - male 
pride or family honour - is still very 
potent." said an East Jerusalem 
journalist, himself an ex-villager, 
this week. “It lies at the basis of their 
chauvinism, it is part of their pride, 
their identity. It is often established 
by exhibitionism, a personal act of 
heroism. Resistance to occupation is 
an opportunity to establish that. 
Prison has become something hon- 
ourable for a Palestinian.” 

"There is a popular mythology 
about prisons now," agrees Sa’eb 


Erakat. a political scientist at an- 
Najah university. “They are masna 
a-rajil. - factories for men." 

Like children everywhere, young 
boys in the West Bank are growing 
up* with a fascination for weapons 
and things military. In Tulkarm, 
they have developed a game called 
“curfew," in which some, imitating 
Israeli soldiers, declare, and try to 
enforce, a no-go area. 

Prolonged occupation has 
wrought changes in language, too. 
“My mother used to tell me stories 
about asfur - tbe twittering bird," 
recalls Erakat. “Now that has be- 
come a noun and verb indicating an 
informer. 

“I was brought up to respect au- 
thority.” be says. This generation 
are growing up learning to define 


their identities by defying authority - 
now embodied in the occupation. At 
tbe same time they are becoming 
unattached. Their increasingly inde- 
pendent earning power - sometimes 
their mothers can bring home more 
than the fathers - undermines the 
father's status.” 

Experts on terrorism in the terri- 
tories have drawn attention to the 
fact that many of tbe recent attacks 
have been the work of individuals or 
groups not linked in any way to an 
established terrorist organization. 
This appears to be true of the Cremi- 
san, Beit Shemesh and Arabbuna 
killings. “This generation will not 
wait for orders from the PLO," said 
Erakat. 

QUIETLY, almost unnoticed, an 


old man pushes his way through the 
circle of children and young people 
that has gathered under the vine to 
listen to ihe questions about why 
some of their friends shot two Jews 
up on the mountain above the vil- 
lage. 

The faces of the younger children 
register no emotion. Their eyes just 
follow foe flow of questions and 
replies about murder, shooting. 
Jews and Arabs, the demolition, the 
interrogation, revenge, the death 
penalty. 

The old man is Otbman’s hither. 
“I wish to God he had died before 
this happened." he says, not doubt- 
ing or questioning his son’s guilt in 
the slightest. There are tears in his 
eyes. “I wish 1 had died before this 
happened."

TWO YEARS ago this month 
Menachem Begin retired from the 
premiership. Since then the master 
of oratory has lived as a recluse. He 
' hardly ventures out of his home in 
the lovely Jerusalem neighbourhood 
ofYefe-Nof; in feet, he has come out 
only twice during those 48 months. 
Once was for the Yahrzeit of his 
beloved wife. Alias, and the second 
time, he went for treatment at the 
nearby Em Karem medical centre. 

. There are still those, like his life- 
long factotum, Yehid Kadishai, and 
his old pal Dr. Yohanan Bader, who 
talk in terms of a comeback, but no 
one else in the inner circle shares 
their hopes. Apart from members of 
his family, the former prime minister 
regularly sees two persons, Kadishai 
and MK Dan Meridor, his former' 
government secretary and son of his 
friend, the late Herat Jerusalem MK 
Efiaha Meridor. Kadishai, himself 
beyond retirement age, brings his 
old boss newspapers and the mail, 
while Meridor serves as the liaison 
with his successor. Vice Premier and 
Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir. 

Kadishai and Meridor tell me that 
Begin is in good health and frequent- 
ly on the phone. Recently his phone 
number had to be changed; it had 
become the best known secret in 
Israel and knowing it a kind of status 
symbol among warring Herat politi- 
cos. 

Begin has at times interrupted his 
self-imposed silence to communicate 
his views, but is not likely to respond 
to widespread calls for a denuncia- 
tion from him against Mdr Kahane’s 
pernicious doctrines. When I asked 
Meridor whether we would be hear- 
ing from Begin on Hitler’s post- 
humous revenge on the Jews, the 
young MK would only say: “I know 
his opinion on the matter, but don’t 
expect me to talk about it.”

right authority, was an absolute ne- 
cessity. Sbe, or he. was missing. And 
sorely missed. 


But can we? One thing that 
emerged from the political jamboree 
in Nairobi, which marked the end of 
the UN-sponsored Decade of 
Women, was that while world poli- 
tics have changed in the last 10 years, 
Israel’s own attitude to its women 
has not. And there are very clear 
lessons to be learned in terms of our 
country’s priorities as they concern 
women. 


The first and most important ques- 
tion to be asked is: Why did we send 
such an unprepared delegation? 
Israel had a full 10-years - from the 


Mexico City conference of 1975, 
through the mid-decade 
Copenhagen conference - in which 
to get ready for Nairobi. We all knew 
it was going to be tough. 

If Israel decided to participate in 
Nairobi - and there were several 
who said it was better not to put in an 
appearance - then, it should have 
sent the best possible individuals, 
the most experienced delegation - of 
whatever sex. And that delegation 
should have been seen to be there. 
Neither of these conditions was ful- 
filled.

If the calibre of the delegation was 
the best that Israel had to offer (and 
that is a moot point) then it should 
have got the best possible advice, on 
the spot, from the Foreign Ministry. 
This was a conference in which poli- 
cy decisions had to be made at-five- 
minutes' notice. There was no way 
that telephones and telex calls to 
Jerusalem for advice would suffice. 
Other delegations (including the 
Americans) had brought along their 
UN professionals. These people 
know the rules, they understand 
points of order, rights of reply and, 
most important, they know the peo- 
ple, they have the right contacts. 
Members of the Israeli delegation 
were babes in the woods. To use the 
rules, one has to know them. We 
didn't even begin to understand 
them. 

A professional UN adviser, of the 


IN THE SAME context, not only 
does one do good (or bad) work, one 
has to be seen to be doingit. For this, 
the delegation needed a professional 
press and PR person. 

From the very first day of the 
Forum, for three whole weeks, the 
anti-Israel forces were out in 
strength. For the first 10 days, it was 
as if Israel officially did not exist at 
the conference, like South Africa. 
Anti-Israel letters and articles in the 
daily Kenyan press went un- 
answered. Anti-Israel exhibits and 
posters sprung up like mushrooms. 
Our ‘ non-governmental organiza- 
tions and Jewish supporters from 
abroad were overwhelmed by the 
verbal onslaught taking place in 
most of the 1,000 workshops.

So that 
even long prison terms can be

well taken, for such an attack has not 
recurred. 

THE PROBLEM is that we are not 
in. the business of emulating the 
barbarous Assad regime. I believe 
that on this point few Israelis, in- 
deed, would reject the double stan- 
dard that separates us from the more 
brutal Arab regimes. 

In addition to which, both the 
army and the Shin Bet General 
Security Services have weighed in 
against the death penalty. The fear is 
that tunring executed terrorists into 
martyrs could act as a spur rather 
than a deterrent for other young 
Palestinians, and that Israelis un- 
lucky enough to be captured or kid- 
napped by PLO gangs could be in 
jeopardy of their lives. 

I personally do not buy. the first 
argument. The PLO has a surfeit of 
martyrs -shahid this and shahid that 
- and of black-letter days for com- 
memorating their death. One more 
executed terrorist will make no dif- 
ference. But the second argument is 
a valid one, and may well mean that 
in our own Interest we should refrain 
from sentencing even the most rabid 
terrorist murderers to death. 

Which brings us back to the ques- 
tion of Hie outrage to the public's 
sense of natural justice in these mat- 
ters. Part of this outrage is fed by the 
sheer brutality of the murderers; 
part by its sheer randomness, which

drives home to each and every one of 
us the message of our vulnerability 
to such acts of depravity. 

BUT ON TOP of these perceptions 
lies the central motif of these mur- 
ders: the killing of Jews because they 
are Jews. Except for the recent 
array ^sanctioned terror in Argenti- 
na, in which in many cases Jewish 
suspects were especially brutalized 
because they were Jews, nothing like 
this has happened since the Holo- 
caust. That it should be happening in 
the Jewish state should understand- 
ably be a cause foT profound chagrin . 

Israel's leadership has been alive 
to this sense of public outrage to 
some extent. Some of Israel's re- 
taliatory tactics can only be ex- 
plained in terms of such sensitivity. 
Destroying the homes of the im- 
mediate families of terror suspects - 
repeated in the two recent cases in 
Surif and Arrabuna - is one of these 
tactics. 

Such punitive acts are open to the 
charge of injustice, because not all 
the families of terror suspects have 
been in collusion with them. They 
are supposed to wbrk on the Arabs' 
strong sense of kinship as a deter- 
rent, but they don't seem to work 
that way. 


In Wednesday's Ma'ariv there was 
an interview with an Arab family 
from the Judean village of Beit 
Sahur whose home had been des- 
troyed several years ago in punish- 
ment for their son's throwing a 
Molotov cocktail at an army vehicle. 
The mother proudly showed the re- 
porter the spanking new home, 
much bigger and better than the old 
one. that had presumably been re- 
built with “national resistance" 
funds infiltrated by PLO messen- 
gers. Many other destroyed homes 
have been rebuilt in similar fashion. 

Another example is the retaliatory 
bombings against PLO bases located 
in the midst of Palestinian refugee 
camps in Lebanon. We have long 
since become inured to the horror of 
such bombings, in which many civi- 
lians. including Arab children, are 
killed for every PLO terrorist hit. 
There is no evidence whatsoever 
that these bombings are in the least 
effective as deterrents. They are 
apparently meant as a form of super- 
sophisticated vengeance, to allay 
that public sense of outrage. 

It is because we are human and 
have a human need to quell our 
feelings of injustice in this ongoing 
terror war that more effective and 


more just retaliatory 1 actions should 
be developed. 

THE BEST argument I have heard 
in this connection this week came 
from the former army commander of 
the occupied territories and current 
Alignment Knesset Member. 
Binyamin Ben-Eliezer. He has 
urged the reintroduction and expan- 
sion of the punishment of expulsion 
for those collaborating with terrorist 
killers and for those found guilty of 
exhorting to terror in the territories. 

Expulsion, he argued, would hit at 
the' most basic Palestinian goal in 
their conflict with Israel: proving to 
themselves and to the world that 
rhey will hold on to every inch of the 
land at all costs. Expulsion of a 
substantial number of known PLO 
activists in the territories every time 
there is a terror murder may well be 
the most effective punishment in our 
arsenal. 

What is important, as Ben-Eliezer 
pointed out. is not to be drawn into 
the trap of collective punishment. In 
this continuous psychological war. it 
is essential that punishments be 
geared both to satisfying the innate 
Israeli sense of justice and speaking 
to an Arab sense of fairness in buttle . 

IN THE atmosphere that has been 
created in the past year and more hv 
the series of random terror murders, 
it should be remembered that Israel

' " 1 promptly, and understandably, de- 

nied that any such conversation had 
taken place. However, tbeconversa-- 
*• - *tion had taken place and was accur- 
■-* ' ‘-ately reported, fresh from the leak, 
■by Mr. Shifter. Its. contents are of 
great importance. 

This was their essence: Mr. 
•Vorontsev gave Mr. Sofer to under- 
- stand that if Israeli and other Jewish 
’‘‘propaganda” against the Soviet 
Union in the U.S. and in Europe 
were to cease, the Soviet Union 
could reopen the gates to Jewish 
bmigTatlOn to Tsraei, provided 
, however thattfae emigrants did go to 
. £ Israel and not to the united States. 

■■ ■ Mr. Vorontsev did not link the

plomatic relations with Israel or to 
Israel's conflict with the Arabs. 

Mr. Sofer asked him: “What ab- 
. out the resumption of diplomatic 
. ; > ■relations?” To this the USSR ambas- 

sador replied that that was another 
matter.

THERE ARE various elements in 
tiie character of reaction and re- 
sponses within the sphere of public 
. fife: tiie insistence on honour or 
prestige, the concern with personal 
or group interests, the attention to 
the effect of statements or acts.

coming to terms with the Syrians; 
and in that case; Moscow might 
regard favourably Israel’s retention 
of part of the Golan Heights.

Implicit in Vorontsev’s statement 
was a devastating comment on the 
fact that over the yean a huge prop- 
ortion of the Jews given permission 
CO leave the USSR for Israel have 
gone off to the U.S.; that tins has. 
been made possible by collaboration . 
between some American Jewish ■ 
(and perhaps other) organizations 
and “leaders” and the American 
Administration; and that the mas- 
sive violation of the understanding 
with the Soviet Union could have - 
been but was not prevented or stop- 
ped by the Israeli Government. 

FOR AT IJEAST seven years, this 
writer has time and again, in The 


state did not come into existence, 
though It was an integral part of the 
Partition Flan. This fact haunts, the 
Arab world, but at the same time it 
seems to offer the opportunity to 
return to the initial situation and to 
establish a Jewish state related to the 
territorial basis of the whole Land of 
Israel, ■ ■ 

We have to recall that after the Six- 
Day War, there were voices winch 
supported the proposal to change 
foe name of the state in- order to 
make visible or laudable the new 
beginning. • 

THE FAITHFULNESS to the con- 
ception of foe congruence between 
foe state and foe territorial basis 
guided the acceptance of the peace 
treaty with Egypt. This was so de- 
spite foe fact that Israel's partners to. 
the treaty (fid not refer to that aspect 
in their political acts. 

Yet it is possible to constrocftheir 
reasoning: giving up Sinai will be 
compensated . by continued adher- 
ence to the West Bank. 

The autonomy plan implied some 
acknowledgement of the. existence 
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Jerusalem Post and elsewhere, 
drawn attention to the scandal and 
its dangerous implications. It is 
apparently necessary, nevertheless, 
to review its elements once more in 
the context of Mr. Vorontsev's blunt 
statement. 

• The Soviet government has from 
time to time allowed ethnic groups ;u 
return to their homelands: and it has 
permitted some of its bold dissidents 
to leave; but it has never opened its 
gates to emigration. It has never 
even begun to implement the 1975 
Helsinki Agreement. 

In the light of its historic rejection 
of Zionism and its persecution of 
every manifestation of Jewish 
nationalism, it seemed miraculous 
When, in the e*ly . Seventies, it 
opened the gates exceptionally for 
Jews to go to Israel. 

Triggered perhaps by the demand 
of a number of intrepid young Soviet 
Jews to be allowed to go to Israel, 
their homeland, the implicit recogni- 
tion in practice of Jewish emigration 
to Israel as repatriation subsequently 
enabled some 250,000 to leave the 
USSR, all armed with exit permits 
for Israel: a tremendous achieve- 


ment moreover for Zionism. 

That achievement has been squan- 
dered through the irresponsible in- 
ertia of successive Israeli govern- 
ments: and the gates have been all 
but dosed. 

THE SOVIET authorities having 
refused to permit direct flights to 
Israel, the emigrants proceed to 
Vienna. There. Jewish Agency rep- 
resentatives await to help them on 
their way to Israel. 

There in wait are also other Jewish 
representatives who, over the years, 
evolved a sophisticated operation to 
divert the Jews from Israel to the 
U.S. Hias is the chief organization 
involved in this process. 

* Its president claimed recently 
f The Jerusalem " Post, January '22, 
1985) that if Hias did not do it, there 
were other organizations in \ftetma 
ready to help the Russian Jews get to 
the U-S. He named seven, including 
the Tolstoy Foundation, the World 
Council of Churches, the Interna- 
tional Rescue Committee- all eager, 
just like Hias. to “rescue" Jews - 
from the hands of Israel.

A matter of 
motivation

of foe Palestinian problem, as it is 
called. It was not related to indi- 
viduals but to a collective entity, yet 
the partial, or temporal, plan had the 
advantage of postponing any solu- 
tion to foe problem. 

Until foe moment .of a solution, 
there is always the possibility that 
conditions might change.. Thus, 
there might not be a necessity to give 
up foe idea of sovereignty over terri- 
tories administered by foe State of 
Israel since the Six Day War. 

The deterrence of a radical solu- 
tion implied a political advantage - 
since, in a sense. It maintained the 
openness of foe future and, hence, a 


chance of changing the direction of 
events. 

THE LEBANON WAR was based 
on that attitude - or foe motivation 
was grounded in it. though that 
aspect was not made public by foe 
initiators of that war. 

Yet it is plausible to assume that 
those in charge considered the possi- 
bility that the victory over the PLO 
would constitute foe victory over foe 
explicit factor propagating the estab- 
lishment of a Palestinian state, thus 
attempting to prevent the applica- 
tion of foe sovereignty of the State 
of Israel over parts of the West Bank 
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Rome to be “processed” for the 
U.S. To gain entry to Italy, they 
claim they are in transit for Israel: 
and to this end they are able to 
exhibit their Israeli visa. 

Once in Rome, they need the visa 
no longer. There, the emigrant doffs 
foe habiliments of the ptoud-Jew- 
retuming-to-his homeland and pre- 
sents himself as a miserable refugee 
with nowhere to go. 

While the American Joint Dis- 
tribution Committee, by it's own 
testimony, foots the financial bill 
from Rome onwards, the U.S. 
Embassy now takes ovct the key role 
in foe conspiracy. It accords refugee 
“status" to the drop-outs - and thus 
they reach foe U-S. 

The U.S. authorities are. of 
course, perfectly well aware that by 
ignoring the Israeli visa they are not 
only frustrating and endangering the 
amuigement with the Soviet Union, 
but are committing an ongoing act of 
degradation of Israeli sovereignty. 

HOW LONG did the perpetrators 
think the Soviet government would 
stand for this thwarting of what was, 
after all (in the midst of so much 
that is black and cruel in their poli- 
cy), an unexpectedly generous ges- 
ture towards the Soviet Jews and 
Israel? 


which are not included in the existing 
territorial basis of the state. 

Thus, the Lebanon war was not 
only an attempt to safeguard the 
State of Israel from the north but 
also an attempt to provide the basis 
for its sovereignty in the direction to 
foe east. 

It was not only a war initiated by 
deliberate choice or decision; it also 
exposed a preference for pursuing 
one course of action over another - 
preventing a solution of the Palesti- 
nian problem and, hence, the pre- 
servation of foe status quo. 

To be sure, reality might be stron- 
ger than foe deliberation, yet the 
deliberation guided by a certain 
direction was there. 

THE COURSE of events look a 
different turn. This came about since 
those who adhere to the idea of a 
Greater Israel are inclined not to 
anticipate foe effects of their own 
deeds - and, more so, do not envis- 
age the possibility that the results 
will not conform with their project 
but may be even self-defeating. 

The PLO does not refrain from 
terrorism, though it also attempts to 
play political instruments. It may be 
driven to the conclusion that it serves 
its political goal through foe political 
“assembly halls" more than through 
terror, and it may take advantage of 
both instruments. 

In any case, the target of the war 
has not been uprooted and the- 
Palestinian problem has not dis- 
appeared. One might even say that 
foe passing of time makes that prob- 
lem more prominent. 

If indeed these considerations did 
guide those in charge then it follows 
that they are not interested in an 
attempt to change foe situation; at 
least, that they are not concerned 
with a partial resolution of the items 
on foe agenda with Egypt The lon- 
ger a solution to the Palestinian 
problem is postponed, the better, 
and if a new compromise with Egypt 
can also be delayed, so much the 
better. ’ . 

The moment of truth might be 
waiting there, but so, too, might any 


has been eminently successful in pre- 
venting large-scale terrorism and re- 
bellion in the territories. These last 
IS years have been foe easiest milit- 
ary operation in modern history. 
That is because, with only a few 
aberrations, foe Israel leadership 
has been wise enough to make it also 
one of the most benign occupations 
on record. 

The overwhelming majority of 
Palestinians in the admiristered ter- 
ritories resent and hate foe con- 
tinued Israeli occupation. But they 
have largely become resigned to liv- 
ing lives that have been immeasur- 
ably improved by the occupiers 
rather than joining in an uprising 
against them. 

We should try to imagine what 
would have happened had (here 
been, after foe whirlwind occupation 
of June 1967. a mere thousand or so 
Palestinian patriots ready to risk 
their lives in order to kill one Jew 
personally. Israel rould have dealt 
with such a challenge but it would 
have meant turning daily existence 
in the territories for ourselves and 
the Arabs into a veritable hell. And 
would, in all likelihood, have invited 
irresistible international pressure to 
evacuate the territories. 

That did not happen. There never 
were enough Palestinian nationalists 
ready to challenge our presence in 
the territories, it is in Israel's 
deepesr self-interest - and in the 
interest of the vast majority of indi- 
vidual Palestinians - not to increase 
the extremely srqall number of ter- 
rorists who were prepared to risk 
their lives in that cause. 

IT IS IN Israels interest to prolong a 


They did repeatedly make known 
their displeasure to Israeli diplomats 
and others. London-based veteran 
journalist S.J. Goldsmith published 
accounts of such warnings by Soviet 
diplomats in the Jewish Chronicle; l 
wrote of them in my articles in Israel. 

Last week, after the Shifter re- 
port, a collation of a series of such 
past warnings was published by Arve 
Tsimuki in Yediol Aharonot (July 
26). 

The government (of the Likud) 
remained silent: and efforts made by 
Jewish Agency chairman Arye Dul- 
zin to move it to action were rebuf- 
fed. 

The proponents and perpetrators 
of the .hoax, after vainly trying to 
suggest that they were iii fact "sav- 
ing” Jews, finally pounced on the 
fine-sounding story that foe emie- 
rants had the right to “freedom of 
choice.” 

This is hypocritical nonsense. In 
Vienna they have no such "right” 
any more than a debtor has "free- 
dom of choice" not to pay his <(ebts. 
The Soviet Jew's defaulting on his 
obligation, moreover, has done far- 
reaching damage in every direction. 

It is a gift to the enemies of Israel 
and of Zionism. It undermines the 
credibility of the Jewish state. It has 
made nonsense of the great “Let My 
People Go" movement. Worst of all. 
it was inevitable that it would bring 
about the shutting of foe exit gates to 
the Jews who have remained in the 


opportunity exist for those w’ho 
favour a Greater Israel. 

LET US CONSIDER a science- 
fiction projection: For the Jews of 
the Soviet LInion. the State of Israel 
is the major factor in evoking their 
awareness of belonging to the Jewish 
people. The emigration of foe Jews 
from foe Soviet Union is the most 
visible manifestation of that change 
in the attitude of Soviet Jewry. 

For Western Jewry, foe State of 
Israel is foe centre of their senti- 
ments; for Soviet Jewry, it is the 
well-spring of an active attitude and 
commitment. 

The Soviet Union is - to say the 
least - opposed to that development, 
whether it is described as national 
revival or repatriation. Even repat- 
riation implies that a segment of the 
population does not consider the 
factual place of its dwelling as its 
“patria," thus defying the supposed 
merger between ideology and real- 
ity, which is one of the pretenses of 
the Soviet Union. 

Suppose that the Soviet Union - 
acting in its own interests and consid- 
erations as a superpower -decides to 
change its attitude and strike a deal 
with the State oflsrael on the basis of 
“give and take”. Suppose that 
emigration, to Israel depends on 
Israel making certain territorial 
compromises involving, say. the 
Golan Heights. 

What is more significant if this 
science-fiction projection actually 
becomes a reality: the territorial 
basis or the ingathering of the Jews 
in the State of Israel? Who can 
predict the outcome of such a clash? 

Right now all we eaq, say on the 
basis of the previous developments is 
that “there is a method" (Hamlet act 
II, v. 207). Method equals order and 
consistency. 

Method in this sense is a thesis. In 
case the facts clash with the thesis, or 
vice versa, there is an escape in. foe 
saying which was current in 19th 
century philosophy: the worse for 
the facts.

If one accepts, as I do. that the 
Arab-Israel conflict is going to go on 
for a very tong time, collective 
punishment policies arc ceruinlv not 
in our interest. 

But given the assumption of a 
protracted conflict . it i> essential that 
Israel's leadership become more 
sensitive than it has been in the past 
to the needs of public morale. It is 
urgent that forms of punishment be 
developed that arc seen by the puhlic 
to be righting the basic injustice of 

the most vicious terrorist murderers 
gening away with laughable sent- 
encesr 

It would also be very desirable for 
our leadership to stop confusing us 
by seeming to be ready to pl:*> 
political footsie with the very PLO 
that has been ordering the killings or 
preparing the atmosphere in which 
they arc being curried out . One can 
understand the need not to upset ihe 
misguided Arabists of the U.S. StJte 
Department. But Israel's first duty 
in the dim terror war is to its own 
public.

THE BBC Panorama film “The Sici- 
lian Connection which was shown 
lo us by Haim Yavin in “Second 
Look’’ on Tuesday night, was not 
stranger than fiction: it was exactly 
like fiction. Life held a mirror up to 
art. 

By accident or design, producer 
Martin Young constructed his 
documentary as a replica of many 
fictional films about the Mafia that 
we have seen, so that we felt that we 
were treading on ground with which 
we were familiar. 

All the reconstructions of scenes 
that actually took place, such as the 
Palermo-Queens long-distance call, 
the killings, the transport of the 
drugs and the internecine gang wars 
came straight from The Godfather, 
The French Connection and imita- 
tions of these apparently well- 
researched works of the imagina-

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tion. 

This in a way detracted from the 
terrific impact the revelations made 
in this extraordinary documentary 
should have had on us. 

At one stage, a law-enforcement 
officer made the excellent point that 
everyone assumed, because of books 
they had read and the films they had 
seen that everything about the Mafia 
was public knowledge, whereas in 
fact it was a very secret organization 
indeed. He added that only sus- 
tained electronic surveillance and 
great efforts by many law- 
enforcement agencies in the United 
States and Italy had made possible 
the collection of the evidence that 
was being used to attack organized 
crime in the two countries. 

The breakthrough came when 
Tomasso Buscetta. a defeated con- 
tender for the control of the Mafia in 


Palermo, was arrested in Brazil and, 
hungry for revenge for the killing of 
members of his family and his 
friends, broke the code of honour by 
confessing everything. 

Perhaps a better title for the film 
would have been “A Society of Hon- 
our," the description of the Sicilian 
Mafia used by Buscetta. 

At the outset of the film he ex- 
plained how he became “a man of 
honour,” and how a breach of Jhe 
code was punishable by death. It is 
very fortunate for really honourable 
people that he decided to dishonour 
the code. 


AS I HAVE indicated, his revela- 
tions could have been taken direct 
from The Godfather and The French 
Connection. There are five families 
in New York making huge fortunes 
out of heroin; millions of dollars are 
carried around in duffel bags, suit- 
cases and executive attache cases: 
the money is laundered through re- 
spectable front corporations set up 
for the purpose; huge sums pass 
through ultra -respectable financial 
institutions (in reality, Merrill Lynch 
and E.P. Hutton bandied the busi- 
ness of getting the heroin dollars to 
Switzerland and thence to Italy, 
from where it came back to New 
York); the drugs went from Italy to 
Marseilles, whence they were smug- 
gled to New York. Ail this was 


rather old hat. 

In one respect only did the truth 
depart from the conventional fic- 
tional stereotype. There is genuine 
honour among judges and law- 
enforcement officers in both the Un- 
ited States and Italy; there is a limit 
to the power of corruption of the 
heroin dollars. 

This was both surprising and a 
cause for elation; of revived belief in 
our fellow-men. 

According to Buscetta, heroin was 
the snake that resulted in the 
Mafiosos' expulsion from the Eden 
that was theirs in Sicily. The beauty 
of the apple tempted Eve, the loveli- 
ness of the green paper obtained 
from the derivative of the poppy 
lured the Mafiosi into losing their 
sanctuary. 

Everything had been nicely di- 
vided, Sicily was run by commis- 
sions, with the supreme commission 
sitting in Palermo, until the heroin 
dollars aroused the greed of the 
Sicilian families. The supreme com- 
mission collapsed as competition 
grew ro control heroin. It all ended 
in the Mafia wars. Buscetta and his 
ally were defeated, and he fled to 
Brazil, where -he was captured and 
where he spilled the beans. 

An Italian law-enforcement offic- 
er thought that the Sicilian Mafia's 
great mistake was to assassinate the 
revered general who smashed the 


OUT OF the 4.875 verses of the 
Tora, one sentence was singled out 
to be called “Judaism's greatest con- 
tribution to the religious thought of 
mankind” (Brasch): it was described 


as sounding “the keynote of ail Juda- 
ism" and being “its watchword and 
confession of faith throughout the 
ages" (Hertz). 

This sentence has accompanied 
the Jewish people as “the great text 
of monotheism” (Jacobs) since it 
was first uttered, more than 3,000 
years ago. It has been prominent in 
the daily life of every Jew and has 
inspired its most solemn moments. 

The sentence is known by its Heb- 
rew opening word. Sh'ma, which 
means “Hear.” It consists altogether 
of six words ,. which gave themselves 
to many different translations, the 
most prevalent being: “Hear. O 
Israel, the Lord our God, the Lord is 
Ore.” . 

The Sh'ma is recited at least twice 
(often more) in regular daily prayer. 
It is said at the taking out of the Tora 
scroll and at the completion of the 
Yom Kippur service. It is exclaimed 
when entering the covenant of cir- 
cumcision and when breathing the 
very Iasi breath at death. It is written 
on the mezuza affixed to the door- 
post and in the tefUlin worn during 
prayer. 

It has become the password for 
sanctification of the Name. Its words

were on the lips of innumerable 
martyrs who died in the arenas and 
on the crosses in the Roman empire, 
on the pyres and torture racks of 
medieval cruelty asnd in the concen- 
tration camps and gas chambers of 
modem brutality. 


THE SENTENCE of Sh'ma does 
not stand alone, but is the opening 
verse of a short chapter consisting of 
six verses (Deuteronomy 6:4-9) 
which enshrined “the fundamental 


dogma (monotheism), the fun- 
damental duty (love), the fun- 
damental discipline (study of Tora) 
and the fundamental method (union 
of ‘letter* and ‘spirit’l of the Jewtsh 

religion” (Abrahams) — _ 

Love is the duty resulting from the 
awareness of the Oneness of God. 
Thus “you shall love the Lord your 
God with all your heart,” with your 
good as well as with your bad natural 
inclinations; “with all your soul,” 


even if you have to give up your very 
life and die for your faith; and “with 


all your might.” no matter how much 
material good you may have to sacri- 
fice. 

" The next four verses ( 6-9) come to 
explain how one can fulfil the ideal 
set forth in the preceding two verses, 
which have become the cornerstone 
not only of Judaism but of Christian- 
ity (Mathew 22:37) and of Islam 
(“there is no God but A'ila”). 

“And these words which I com- 
mand thee this day. shall be upon 
your heart, and thou shall teach 
them diligently unto thy children” 
(verse 6). Jewish tradition did not 
take this as merely a piece of good 
advice. "To teach these words” has 
become indbrixn&teti as part, of the 
-positive. commandments^inaimbeaE. 
upon the Jew. This explains perhaps 
the primary role of education in the 
life of the Jew, and the fact that the 
Jews were the forerunners of the 
concept of compulsary free educa- 
tion for all, many centuries before it 
became part of Western thought.

TEACHING INDEED is a duty, 
but Tora does not tell us explicitly- 
how one should teach. How does 
one pass on values and ideals to 
future generations? 

Does teaching consist merely of 
transmitting information? Will this, 
even when performed at its best, 
suffice to elucidate the kind of total 
commitment of mind, soul and might 
required for loving God? 

We are commanded to teach our 
children "diligently”: will they want 
to be taught? Isn't it part of growing 
up to rebel, not to accept the 
"teaching” of one’s parents? 

Many teenagers, notes famous 
psychologist Haim Ginot. know 


what their parents want them to do 
and rebel against it. If we preach 
neatness, our teenager will be slop- 
py. his room messy, his clothes re- 
pulsive and his hair unkempt and 
long. If we insist on good maimers, 
he will intemipt conversations, use 
profanity, and belch in company. If 
we prefer language that has grace 
and nuance, he will speak slang. If 
we like good literature, he will Gil 
our home with comic books. If we 
stress physical vigour, he will object 
to exercise. If we are concerned 
about health, he will wear summer 
dothes in freezing weather. If we 
prize good marks and academic stan- 
dards. he will sink to the bottom of 
the class. And so on. . 

How. in view of this, does one 
discharge the commandment to 
“teach diligently unto thy children"? 

Moreover, some Tora commenta- 
tors wonder about the place within 
the text of the order to teach. Logi- 
cally, they claim, it should have 
come at the end of the passage. Only 
after one does all that he is supposed 
to do regarding the ways to express 
the love of God is one in a position to 
teach the same to his children. Why 
then does teaching others appear 
before self-practice? 

The answer to both the above 
questions is in the spedai under- 
standing of the art of teaching which 
Tora wishes to share with us by the 
use of the Hebrew words ve-shinan- 
tam le-vaneha. translated “you will 
teach them diligently unto your chil- 
dren,” but also (as in JPS and Mof- 
fat) "you shall impress them upon 
vour children.”

It was all very exciting material, 
but 1 doubt whether Sicily is a good 
place to visit, let alone a place in 
which one would like to live. 


THE REPORTS that Ram Evron is 
on the list of potential dismissals 
from Israel Television are very dis- 
tressing. Uri Porat. director-general 
of the Israel Broadcasting Author- 
ity. apparently bases his plan to get 
rid of Evron on the fact that Evron 
has a second job. like most people in 
Israel. 

As he is such an excellent inter- 
viewer - and his programme is one of 
the best we have**- I trust that 
nothing will come of this nonsense. 
Several people have been used to fill 
in for him when he has been away on 
leave or ill -all of them, incidentally, 
bad other jobs - and they proved to 
be completely inadequate to fill his 
shoes. He is in a class of his own. 
This was manifest this week when he 
gave us one of the best programmes 
we have had for a long time. 

Professor Saul Fried! ander was 
very subtle when be explained his 
theory about the Holocaust and 
kitsch; so subtle that I am not certain

that I understood him correctly. I 
gather that his argument is that 
societies have to come to terms with 
their past, have to find some way of 
living with their history. To do so. 
they adopt various kinds' of 
strategies. 

In the case of the Germans, they 
are trying to use esthetics or kitsch to 
take the" reality out of the Hitler 
years, to put it at a distance, to make 
it seem like something that never 
really happened. 

It is certainly a very ingenious 
theory and explains many aspects of 
German theatre, films and art. But 
the problem I experienced - and l 


thinkEvron had the same difficulty - 
was caused by bur egocen tri city: all 
the time that Professor Friedlander 
was talking. I really wanted to know 
, what this eminent historian thought 
about the obvious analogies between 
what is happening in Israel today and 
what happened in Germany in the 
Thirties. 

This desire was intensified by the 
- news shots we had just seen of the 
riot in Afula. with Rabbi Meir 
Kahane screaming to the world. 
“The Arabs must gol The Arabs 
musTgo!”' 

Go where? To the same myste- 
rious destination that Hitler wanted 
tosend the Jews when be proclaimed 
that he wanted Germany Judenrein? 

There is a story going the rounds 
about the dire consequences that 
would follow if Kahane achieved his' ' 
purpose. A veteran Zionist socialist 
was describing to his grandson how, 
in his youth, he bad drained swamps, 
made roads, built Tel Aviv. “My, 
grandpa." said the boy. round-eyed. 
“When you were young, were you an 
. Arab?" ■ • 

Evron eventually put it to' Profes- 
sor Friedlander straight: did he see 
analogies between ^Germany of the 
Thirties and Israel? Rather startled 
by the question, the professor said 
that he could aot see that his theory 
about the use of esthetics as a 
strategy to cope with history was 
applicable. But. he said, there were 
certainly some things about our 
situation that gave cause to deep 
anxiety and that were reminiscent of 
what happened in Germany. 

There was the fanaticism and 
hatred, as evidenced by the news 
shots of what happened in Afula, 
which we had just seen. 


The question, he said.- was not 
whether We could cope with; “this 
■ man" - I presume he meant Kahane 
- but whether Israeli society was 
strong enough to face such prob- 
lems. 


I AGREE with him. In a way. 
Kahane is a red herring. A wide-' 
spread impression » consolidating 
that all we need to do is to find some 
formula to deal with Kahane and our 
old virtue will be restored. 

But he is onlv on the fringe of the 
problem, and he is. comparatively 
unimportant and powerless. The 
real difficulty is whether we Can 
control Minister of Commerce arid 
Industry Ariel Sharon and those vast 
numbers who think like he does. 

In biblical phraseology. Likud be- 
gat Tehiva. and Tehiya begat Kach. ■ 

The insane delusion that the 
Arabs can somehow be made to 
disappear into thin air is not a Kach 
invention but is shared by thousands 
of Israelis who never provide an 
answer as to where the Arabs arc to 
go or how they are to be “per- 
suaded" to go there - somewhere in 
the neighbouring Arab states is .the 
usual vague reply these thinkere pro; 
duced when pressed. . 

This is as fallacious as was Hitler’s 
original idea of emptying the Jews 
out of Germany. 


WE ARE LIVING in a period of 
endings. For one of them I am most 
grateful: those Scots Jews of The 
Lost Tribe are all dead and buried. 
The last episode was called 
“Whaur's the Milk-and Honey?”: a g 
better title would have been “The ' w 
Undertaker’s Song,” as the whole 
gang were rushed into coffins. 
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are concerned here is not done by 
passing on information or by 
preaching or issuing orders, but by 
personal example, which by its sheer 
sincerity and passion should be qual- 
ified to impress our children or stu- 
dents. 

This kind of teaching is not a 
separate activity, but an integral part 
of the teacher's own commitment. If 
“these words" will indeed be “upon 
your heart", then this very fact will 
serve to impress your children. They 
will sense that religious faith is not a 
superficial chore to be discharged 
only on certain days or hours when 
visiting the synagogue. 

Your children will be taught by the 
fact that you youiself practise your 
religion “when thou sittest in thy 
house and when thou walkest by the 
way and when thou liest down and 


when thou rises up.” 

The slogan, of the Haskala (en- 
lightenment). “Be a Jew in your tent 
and a Man when you go out,” did not 
work to preserve Judaism. The new 
approach of many in our own day to 
be a Jew when you go out. to demon- 
strate with pride one's Judaism when 
faced with the outside world, no 
matter what you do at home, does 
not work either. To impress our 
children we must be a Jew both 
within our home and outside of it. 
when we walk on the way, 

“When you lie down and when 
you rise up” - which is the source for 
reading the Sh’ma twice daily - also 
teaches us that Judaism must be 
practised when one is down and out 
and in trouble, but also when one is 
high dp and successful. 

The Mishna (Berakhot S.l) 


teaches that one may not interrupt in 
certain parts of prayer "even if the 
king salutes him and even if a snake 
was twisted round his heel." The 
practice of one’s religion cannot be 
conditioned by outside factors of 
success (saluted by the king) or a 
disaster (a snake round the heel). 

Furthermore. “These words" 
must be bound both around the 
hand, connoting action and around 
the head, connoting thought, (ibid, 
verse 8). Action and thought must go 
together in the life of the truly reli- 
gious person. They must also be 
inscribed (verse 9) on the doorpost 
of one's home, as well as on the 
“gates” of the society, city and state.

Not only in school 
iuid at univeisity but in the broader 
environment via TV, radio and the 
print media - as well as in the 
language of our leaders.

Meridor sees a fertile background 
for such evil.

As 
result, there is automatically 
^heightened pressure on the Reagan 
^Administration to try to respond. 

j By all accounts, a similax effort 
■ made m hraej by the families of the 
three Israeli soldiers, recently re- 
leased in exchange for the more than 
I .(MU Palestinian terrorists, includ- 
ing many convicted murderers, was 
indeed very instrumental in convinc- 
ing the Israeli leadership to accept 
the lop-sided and controversial 
terms. ft eventually proved impossi- 
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they’re Jews. We’ve seen how 
Kahane exploits acts of tenor and 
capitalizes on the ensuing waves of 
anger arid anxiety.” 

WE TALK of what happened in 
Afula this week. “When you have 
murders perpetrated by Arab terror- 
ists on the basis of nationalist-racist 
ideas, it’s difficult to tell people 
affected .by these killings to see 
things objectively and re main calm. I 
cannot criticize people acting under 
such great stress.' I think we have to 
comprehend the fears and anxieties 
of those who experience a sense of 
insecurity in the Jewish homeland. 

* Hence I urge understanding of the 
excesses of grief at the funeral.” 

Hoe be takes another tack: “We 
do have reason to ponder the 
attempt tp legitimize the idea of 
treating all Arabs as terrorists. 
That’s terrible and aims at the very 
basis of our society. 

“There is a common interest 
shared by Kahane and the PLO in 
proving tiiat Jews and Arabs cannot 
live together peacefully. One racist 
extreme feeds off the other. Z fer- 
vently believe that we are bound to 
live with a large Arab minority for 
eternity. Of course, it’s not simple. 
But we must learn how to co-exist 
with a large Arab community in our 
midst, with all 'the problems and 
-dilemmas involved.” 

Meridor would follow a very 
tougjvJine on Arab terrorism and 
incitement to terror. He would wage 
war with, no compunctions against 
the enemy “because we are defend- 
ing our lives in our homeland.” 
However it is forbidden to general- 
ize because that would only play into 
the extremists 7 hands. 

“We can live peacefully together^ 

ble for die Israeli government to 
resist that kind of internal pressure 
from its own citizens. The same 
kinds of pressure are being exerted 
in Washington. 

Thus, some of the family mem- 
bers want the Reagan Administra- 
tion to make concessions in order to 
secure the release of the American 
captives in Lebanon. 

They are primarily concerned 
with the fete of their relatives. This is 
to' be expected. Long-term foreign 
policy considerations for the United 
States are not really considered. ■ 

Most specifically, tbey want 
Washington to lean heavily on 
Kuwait to free 17 persons, mostly 
Iraqi Shi’ites but .including three 
. Lebanese, convicted last year of 
bombing the U.S. Embassy there. 
These prisoners are sought by the 
hostages’ Lebanese captors, pre- 
sumably elements of the shadowy 
Is lami c Jihad. 

Indeed, the hijackers of the TWA 
airliner in June had initially deman- 
ded the release of the prisoners in 
Kuwait in their first set of conditions 
for freeing the passengers and crew 
members. It was only after Kuwait 
made clear its refusal to capitulate . 
that the hijackers raised the mailer 
of the then 700-plus mostly-Sha’rte 
detainees being held at the Atht 
prison outside Haifa. 

• Lucille Levin; the wife of Cable 
News Network correspondent Jeriy. 
Levin, himself a former U.S. captive 
in Lebanon for nearly one year, 
reflected this readiness to accept the 
teirorists’ demands when she said 
that the Kuwaitis should release 
those prisoners it captured after the 
bombing of the U!S. Embassy, 
‘^ese are relatives of people being 
held” in Kuwait “who want their 
. relatives back,” she said. “This is 
war and in war you exchange prison- 
ers.”

with the Arab community. Indeed 
the majority does not engage in 
hostile acts. I would say its not only 
uncivil, but also counter to our in- 
terests to generalize in terms of ‘all 
Arabs are terrorists,' for it might 
lead them to become so.

THE Kiryat Arba council coalition is

MEIR SHitkJT, the popular chair- 
man of the Yavne Local Council, 
was the only Likud MK wbo signed 
the anti-Kakane petition proffered 
to all legislators at the entrance to 
the House on the first day of the 1 1 th 
Knesset. “I see him as a very danger- 
ous man, just like Hitler,” the tough- 
talking MK says. One of the authen- 
tic voices of Moroccan immigrants. 
Shitrit offers some insight on how 
Kahane makes inroads among the 
oriental communities. 

"Kahane exploits people’s basest 
instincts and seeks mem out when 
their emotions are at their rawest, 
like funerals or after terrorist 
attacks. It's the easiest thing to incite 
such people against all Arabs. 

“He’s Gke the obscene bird of prey 
that feeds on the remains of corpses 
after the hyena has departed. His 
supporters are like those hoodlums 
we saw running riot in Afula this 
week; are only brave in packs.

where, because his racist incitement 
here will be used as a cover for every 
anti-Semitic demagogue the world 
over.” 

Kahane knows only too well how 
to manipulate the media, says Shit- 
rit. “He gets the support of young- 
sters because he gives clear cut and 
simple answers to complex issues, 
while the mainstream politicians 
churn out tired formulae. In our 
schools, if you ask pupils what are 
the borders of the State of -Israel, 
they offer as many answers as there 
are political positions among the 
parties.*’ 

Shitrit sees the rioting in Afula as 
the eruption of frustration and anger 
from people who feel powerless and 
insecure. “People must realize that 
we've always had terrorist acts, and 
whoever assures the public that we 
won't ever have any more is mislead- 
ing them.” 

The young Herut MK deplores 
Cohen-A vidov's behaviour as violat- 
ing Jabotinsky ideology of co- 
existence with the Arab community 
and says we cannot allow a vocifer- 
ous and violent minority to seek to 
impose mob rule on society.- 
"Perhaps it’s true that Kach takes 
votes from Herat; in that case. I 
don’t want such people's support. I 
want to eradicate racism.” 

Shitrit would disband the new 
Kiryat Arba coalition were it in his 
power. He would crack down mer- 
cilessly on all law-breakexs, particu- 
larly in Judea and Samaria, whether 
Arab or Jewish. He fears that Arab 
extremists have terrorized the mod- 
erate elements in their community 
into silence. 

“I’m for coexistence, but I refuse 
to accept a situation where I cannot 
walk, as freely in the territories as

their Arab residents can walk in Tel 
Aviv.” he stresses. 

Much damage was done by releas- 
ing 1.1 SO terrorists, including many 
convicted Arab killers, he says. “It 
strengthened the prevailing mood of 
violence and the feeling that only by 
force do you get anywhere in this 
country.” 

There has been a deterioration of 
internal security. Shitrit fears, with 
no one feeling safe in his home. 
Security systems have become a 
growth industry, he remarks. 

MICHAEL REISER is not only 
chairman of the Knesset House 
Committee but also holds the in- 
fluential post of Herat Organization 
Department chairman. He sees the 
spread of Kahanism as a function of 
weaknesses' in Israeli society and a 
spreading sense of Insecurity among 
the population. 

“You've got a society in a state of 
distress. There's a conjunction of a 
host of ailments - economic woes, 
unemployment and a lack of internal 
security. On top of which there has 
been a psychological crisis of mas- 
sive proportions with the end of 
persona] prosperity. People’s ex- 
pectations to keep on making good 
are no longer satisfied. The main 
parties are in coalition and don’t ' 
offer solutions to complex realities. 
Kahane does — he simply says let’s 
get rid of the Arabs. 

“People are confused because acts 
of terror continue, and all our law- 
enforcement organizations and the 
army seem unable to provide any 
solution. People feel tiiat the big 
parties don’t have the answers any- 
more. Kahane also benefited from 
the backlash to the government's 
release of all those killers in that

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Tile other hostages

understandably feel frustrated by 
the lack of progress in freeing their 
relatives. They want to sit down with 
Reagan personally to discuss the 
issue. But he is reluctant to do so. 

The families have bitterly com- 
plained of the relatively low-key way 
the Reagan Administration and the 
U.S. news media have dealt with 
these seven captives wben compared 
to the tremendous uproar accorded 
to the 39 TWA hostages, released 
last month after a two-week ordeal. 
During the TWA crisis, there was 
virtually around- the-clock attention 
focused on the hostages in the Un- 
ited States. There was a special task 
force working at the State Depart- 
ment. There were almost hourly 
news bulletins broadcast on televi- 
sion. This has certainly not been the 
case with the other seven - both 
before and after the TWA incident. 

ADMINISTRATION officials 
insist that the United States is doing 
everything possible to locate and 
free the seven. “The Administration 
has not and will not forget our mis- 
sing citizens nor will we rest until 
they are safely reunited with their 
families,’' White House spokesman 
Larry Speakes said on Wednesday. 
“We haw the deepest sympathy for 
the suffering of their families. No 
political goals can justify the inhu- 
man treatment being accorded these 
innocent victims.'’ 

But what Speakes and other U.S. 
spokesmen did not say was that there 
remains a very basic difference be- 
tween these seven Americans and 


the freed TWA hostages. What is 
wen-understood by U.S. officials - 
but largely unspoken in public - are 
the different circumstances sur- 
rounding the capture of the two 
groups of Americans. 

For one thing, the TWA passen- 
gers were businessmen or tourists on 
route from Athens to Rome and 
then, for most of them, to New York 
and home. Without warning, their 
plane was commandeered and their 
lives threatened. No one had told 
them to worry about travelling 
aboard a U.S. commercial airliner 
leaving Athens. The U.S. govern- 
ment, before the hijacking, had not 
issued any travel advisories about 
Greece. 

But the same certainly cannot be 
said about the situation in Lebanon. 
As State Department spokesman 
Charles Redman pointed out on 
Tuesday, the United States has long 
been aware that Americans are par- 
ticularly vulnerable. in the chaos of 
Lebanon. “Our first travel advisory 
for that country was issued in 1975,” 
he said. “The current travel advis- 
ory, which remains in force, dates 
from February 1984. No one can 
assume immunity from terrorism. 
We continue to urge Americans to 
avoid travel to Lebanon, and those 
still present in the country to take 
advantage of opportunities to 
leave.” 

Thus, the seven Americans being 
held in Lebanon, before they were 
Jddnapped , were very much aware of 
the dangers they faced by merely 
being in that country. They were by 


no means the first Americans cap- 
tured by the various militias in Leba- 
non. Unfortunately, there has been 
a long history of such assaults, in- 
cluding the assassination of the pres- 
ident of the American University of 
Beirut, Malcolm Kerr, who was 
murdered shortly after he arrived in 
the Lebanese capital. Three of the 
Americans being held in Lebanon 
are affiliated with the American 
University. Yet they decided - for 
whatever professional, moral or per- 
sonal reasons- to accept the risk of 
remaining in Lebanon even after 
Kerr’s death. 

Even after that murder and all of 
the other atrocities of -Lebanon, six 
of the seven American' captives 
ignored the State Department’s re- 
peated warnings to get ont. (The 
seventh, William Buckley, a political 
officer at the U.S. Embassy in 
Beirut, was assigned to that post by 
the State Department. He knew it 
was dangerous. He theoretically 
could have rejected the appoint- 
ment, but that would have looked 
very bad on his record.) 

In a very real sense, all had 
volunteered to remain in Beirut, 
knowing very well the dangers. This, 
therefore, represents the major dif- 
ference between their tragic predica- 
ment and that of the TWA passen- 
gers, wbo had no real reason to 
suspect trouble. 

None of this, of course, means 
that the U.S. should ease in its 
efforts to free the seven. These peo- 
ple should be brought home as 
quickly as possible. But it does help 
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unfortunate prisoner exchange." 

The Herat MK takes his pariv 
ministers to task for having sup- 
ported the terms of ihe exchange, 
which he believes has wrought un- 
told harm to Israel’s deterrence. 
Reiser regrets that Premier Peres 
never accepted his proposal to have 
the Knesset adopt a declaratory re- 
solution registering its opposition to 
any further capitulations to terror. 
“I find inaccepiable the argument of 
Defence Minister Rabin that we 
should look at the issue through a 
father’s eyes. It’s indefensible ‘and 
demoralizing," Reiser says. 

Reiser maintains that Kahane 
gained ground in the reaction against 
the growing readiness among rhe 
Labour Party to accept the notion of 
talking with the PLO's political 
wing. 

“For the edot hamizrach (oriental 
communities) that is the enemy ami 
they react harshly by seeking the 
most extreme answer." he says. The 
best way to eradicate Kahanism is to 
adopt a much tougher line on intci- 
ual security and "to stamp out all 
Arab acts of terror. 

The Herat organization head con- 
curs that most of Kach's support 
comes from the right of the political 
spectrum, but be also wants to re- 
miif d people that support for Kahan- 
ism comes from the activist wing of 
the Labour Movement, especially 
among the circles advocating the 
Greater Israel ideology. In such cir- 
cles in the kibbutzim and moshavim. 
there is a similar militancy towards 
Arabs as in Kach. he says, adding 
that the head of the Kach-affiliated 
faction on the Kiryat Arba council. 
Rami Zayit. is a’ son of Kibbutz 
Hanita. 

Reiser praises Deputy Premier 

to explain partially why there is such 
a different emphasis in Washington's 
course of action. 

There is a second major differ- 
ence as well. During the TWA affair, 
there was an address with whom 
Washington could deal. The Amal 
leader, Nabih Bern, had assumed 
responsibility for the welfare of the 
captives. He was vulnerable to press- 
ure. An arrangement, therefore, 
could be made. 

But that is not the case with the 
seven. No one has come forward u* 
claim specific responsibility. The Sy- 
rians insist that they are trying to 
help but can’t do much. Even the 
Shi’ite spiritual leader Sheik 
Mohammed Hussein Fadlallah told 
77ie Washington Post on Wednesday 
that his own efforts to free Ihe Amer- 
icans have been fruitless. He denied 
any links to the captors. 

U.S. officials have repeatedly 
insisted that they don’t really know 
the whereabouts of ihe captives or 
the identity of their captors. 

Meanwhile, the waiting game 
continues. The White House main- 
tains that it will not give in to terror- 
ists’ demands. “We will not make 
concessions to terrorists.” Speakes 
said this week. “We will not ask

other governments to do si. Con- 
ceding to terrorists would be tanta- 
mount to caving in to blackmail.

But the U.S. is still groping for 
some solution. "Our refusal to con- 
cede ti* terrorists does not mean, 
however, we’re unwilling to talk." 
Spe::!.e- continued. "We have been 
and continue to !v i;i o>m ict with 
numerous individuals and govern- 
ments in the region in ait effort to 
free these individuals. We believe 
that quiet diplomacy is the best way 
10 proceed and believe that detailing 
our efforts to obtain their release 
would he counterproductive." 

That is not whjt the families want 
to hear. So the public pressure from 
them mounts. Some U.S. officials 
fear that that is exactly what the 
terrorists are counting on to even- 
tually win the release of their com- 
rades in Kuwait. But for the time 
being, there seems to be little that 
the Reagan Administration can do 
to halt that pressure or to free the 
seven Americans.

UK bid 
to ban 
shehita

LAWS that permit the Jewish and 
Moslem communities to kill animals 
according to their religious practices 
should be repealed within the next 
three years, a govern ment- 
sponsored committee in the UK re- 
commended on Monday. A spokes- 
man for the Board of Deputies of 
British Jews has condemned the 
attempt to abolish the right of reli- 
gious minorities to choose the 
method of slaughtering animals. 

The Farm Animal Welfare Coun- 
cil visited abattoirs throughout Bri- 
tain to observe both shehita and the 
halal (Moslem) methods in prepara- 
tion for its report, which council 
chairman Sir Richard Harrison 
emphasises, was concerned with the 
welfare of the animals. Its task was 
not to discuss religious freedoms. 
According to the council, its 
observations and up-to-date scien- 
tific evidence indicate that religious 
methods of slaughter, even with 
ideal conditions, result in pain and 
distress that is nottfelt by stunned 
animals. 

Slaughterhouse legislation in the 
UK currently does not require anim- 
als to be stunned before slaughter 
provided the meat if specifically for 
religious Jewish or Moslem con- 
sumption. but the recent rapid in- 
crease in halal 'killing for meat ex- 
ports to Middle East countries has 
Jed to complaints. And protest has 
been reinforced by animal rights 
groups, including the Royal Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals. 

The Farm Animal Welfare Coun- 
cil expressed concern that animals 
not stunned do not lose conscious- 
ness immediately, and has called on 
the agriculture minister to tighten 
existing regulations and ban the 
Weinberg pen in which, in Jewish 
slaughterhouses the animal is sus- 
pended upside down before being 
killed. The government is also asked 


to consult with the two religious 
communities most affected by the 
proposed ban on religious slaughter 
on reviewing their methods 'Was to 
develop alternatives which permit 
.effective stunning.’’ 

At a press conference at which the 
council’s report was released, the 
only clergyman on the council. Rev. 
Anthony Birbeck. who chaired the 
group preparing the report, was 
asked what method Jews should em- 
ploy to kill animals should the new 
proposals be accepted. A Church of 
England minister. Birbeck sug- 
gested ‘’gas.” adding that as Mos- 
lems were divided as to whether 
stunning was permitted or not by 
their adherents, the same could app- 
ly for Jews. He implied shthha might 
not be sacrosanct. 

The Board of Deputies’ state- 
ment. issued shortly after the reptfrt 
became public, expressed “surprise” 
at the council’s recommendations 
and accused its authors of complete 
failure to understand the Jewish 
position and a failure to realize that 
“ shehita is a fundamental tenet of 
the Jewish faith and not just a sym- 
bol.” 

There is no real scientific evidence 
to prove that animals suffer more 
without stunning, and should the 
proposals be accepted by the govem- 
ment. the Board of Deputies 
warned, it would mean that both the 
Jewish and Moslem communities 
would be deprived of meat. A 
spokesman said any attempt to abol- 
ish the time-honoured practice 
would be regarded as “an inherent 
attack on those civil and religious 
rights which should be enjoyed by all 
in a democratic society." Any 
attempt to interfere with those basic 
freedoms would, the Board of De- 
puties concluded, be “strongly re- 
sisted.” 

British Secretary of State for Agri- 
culture Michael Jopling. in accepting 
the report, agreed to a three-month 
consultation period during which in- 
terested parties would be able to 
make representations. 

When the question of exemptions 
for religious minorities has been 
raised in Parliament, successive gov- 
ernment ministers for the last five 
years have made it clear that they 
would not agree to legislate to ban 
religious slaughter. With this report, 
pressure will intensify from back- 
bench MPs who regularly receive 
massive mail from constituents de- 
manding legislative changes when 
the topic is aired. MPs have always 
found that .the subject of animal 
rights brings them more letters than 
any other subject. There are fears 
that, the report could lead to in- 
creased anti-Semitism.

the devaluation, since that had been expected. 
The index-linked bonds, on die other band,- 
jumped by up to 25%, because that was the level 
that the July index was then expected to reach. 

Granted, 25% in one day in the bond market 
was unprecedented, but even that paled into 
insignificance against the gains of 30-40% that 
individual shares recorded io that session. Never 
before - certainly; and maybe never after... 

From that point on, the different sectors parted 
company and went in quite opposite directions. 
The Meitav consultancy firm's monthly report on 
the markets gives the key figures that best illus- 
trate what happened: 

Taking the month, as a whole, the results turn 
out to be quite surprising In some respects. The 
total devaluation for the month was only 16.9%, 
less than the original 18.8% fall id the shekels 
value. This turnabout in the fortunes of the dollar 
was soon reflected in the markets and the early 
enthusiasm quickly waned. 

Tbe “arrangement"’ shares of the banks, now 
do liar-linked, rose only 5.2% overall - in other 
words, they fell after July 3. The general bond 
index managed only 14% as a result of the 
weakness of dollar-linked series - the index-linked 
ones by themselves rose 19%. 

As the month wore on it became normal for the 
bond market to fall somewhat every day. This was 
not due to a belief that inflation and devaluation 
were things of the past but to the determination to 
utilize tbe opportunity, provided by high interest 
rates in the banks and in the Treasury bill market. 


This market gave a truly phoenix-like perform- 
ance in the past month. It had reached an absolute 
nadir in June . on one occasion even achieving zero 
turnover, but in July the fact that the volume was 
often low was only due to the unavailability of 
sufficient paper to meet the demand, so great was 
the change in investors' tastes from one month to 
the next. 

Shares turned in the most dramatic perform- 
ance of them all. Although the rise was not 
smooth, even afrer the initial surge on July 3, with 
rises' coming in fits and starts, the cumulative 
results were quite extraordinary. The non-bank 
index, the main index for the “free" share market, 
rose by no less than 67.14% in July. Laggard 
sectors like tbe specialized financial institutions 
eked out a mere 25.70%; but the main groups, 
notably industrials, were in the 65-75% region. 

In order to emphasize that there was no obvious 
connection between the tremendous boom and 
the economic fundamentals in the various sectors, 
it is worth noting, that -the real-estate sector. 
' caught in tbe throes of 'a major recession, rose 
86%, while the once-fashionable and export-' 
oriented electronics sector was one of the worst 
performers with only 34.24% . 

Many individual issues succeeded in doubling 
and- even tripling their price over the month, but 
tbe likelihood of meeting anyone who made a 
fortune in the share marker last month is ratheT 
slim. It was one of those occasions when almost 
everyone missed the bus, and not many people 
tend to boast about that.

Workers invade office 
at Housing Ministry

Brewery sold to Tempo

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVTV. - Canadian business- 
man Murray Goldman sold the 
National Brewery company to the 
Tempo Beer company (a subsidiary 
■ of the Tempo soft drink company) 
and to the Bentheim family from 
New York on Wednesday for about 
SIS million fa cash. 

National Brewery has a monopoly 
on beer production fa Israel, and 
also makes soft drinks. Ze'ev Cal- 
mer the comptroller of monopolies 
and cartels, told The Jerusalem Post 
that under present laws he is power- 
less to curtail such monopolies. But 
he said that a bfl] improving the 
situation has already passed its first 
and second readings fa the Knesset. 

The Post learned that Goldman 
decided to sell National Brewery 
when he learned that the govern- 
ment was going to approve the estab- 
Kshmneat of a second beer company 
by tiie Borenstefa family, owners of 
Tempo. 

Goldman told The Post yesterday 
that he had sold the National Brew- 
ery with a heavy heart. “It is an end 
of an era for me,” he said. 

He said that when he bought the 
company lOyears ago it was asmall, 
mjohdown business, and be turned it 
into amodern and efficient company 
with high quality products. 

Goldman added that , his selling 
the beer company did not mean he 
was pulling out of Israeli business. 


“The opposite Is true, I'm going to 
continue my investments and parti- 
cipation in the economy of Israel. 
Pan of the money from the sale of 
National Brewery will be rein- 
vested,'* he said. 

He said he was negotiating to buy 
out two industrial companies here. 
Goldman. is currently active fa the 
building of 900 apartments together 
with Azorim fa the north of Tei 

* Aviv. He also has shares in a number 
of public companies and is 50 per 
cent owner of a local computer soft- 
ware firm. 

According to Goldman the new 
owners of National Breweries have 
promised him that they will not fire 
any of the staff and will keep the 
company name. 

Moshe Borenstefa, owner of Tem- 
po, told The Jerusalem Post it was 
still too early to discuss changes. 
“The company is being run very 
efficiently and 1 do not see any 
reason for making personnel 
changes.” 

His Tempo Beer company (10 per 
cent of which is owned by the public) 
bas an option to brew the Danish 
beer Tuborg locally. 

Borenstefa said he is flying to 

• Denmark to rneet.Tuborg beer pro- 
ducers. “We might have to build a 
separate plant fa Yeroham as we 
planned originally for this purpose, 
or we might manufacture Tuborg fa 
the National Brewery plants,” he 
said. 


Sterling takes a nosedive 


LONDON (Reuter). - Speculation 
about falling oil prices and lower 
British interest rates hit sterling on 
the foreign exchanges yesterday, 
sending foe pound sharply lower 
against the dollar and European cur- 
rencies after its recent peaks.

The mob and the media 

“KILL the Arabs!” i‘ k Hang the newsmen!” * 

That, it seems, was Afula’s reaction to the slayings of three of 
its townspeople by Arabs, over the past two weeks - first of 
teachers Yosef EUahu and Lea Elmakais, on Mt. Gilboa, and 
then of Albert Bukhris inside Nablus. Or perhaps it was not. 
Perhaps it was only a small minority of Kach hooligans, some 
recruited from nearby towns, who would lynch all Arabs as 
being responsible for the acts of the murderers among them - 
and then turn on Jewish newsmen, because “they serve the 
terrorists.” 

Perhaps there isi in Afula a “silent majority" of decent 
citizens who. while rightly outraged by the killings, were also 
appalled by the viriousness of the revenge-seekers and the 
media-baiters. But if so, that majority chose to keep its silence. 
Inevitably tbe impression grew that the hooligans have more 
than a few sympathizers in Afula, and that the “Capital of the 
Emek” has more than its fair share of Ugly Israelis. 

On Wednesday, their violently hostile reception for televi- 
sion crews arriving in town induced the short-handed and 
burdened police to withdraw their agreement to broadcast tbe 
Moked programme directly from a hall in Afula. The immedi- 
ate motive for the town's hostility to the press was the charge 
that the media had deliberately used photos of Albert Bukhris 
being arrested during last Friday's anti-Arab riot in town, 
following the funerals of the two teachers. 

In that way, so it was alleged. Bukhris was set up as a target 
for terrorist attack. - 

That such a mendacious absurdity could at all be given 
credence, however, is an index of the lately widening gap 
between the media, still cleaving to the old liberal value of 
objective reporting, and a large section of the populace, 
tending increasingly rightward with every terrorist incident. 
The Israeli newsman may not invariably prove a paragon of 
bias-free accuracy. But what ails the Afula mob, and those who 
think like them, is not the occasional imprecision, or even 
distortion-, as much as the failure of their arbitrarily idealized 
self-image to be reflected in media accounts. 

Such people see themselves as wholly in the right fighting to 
protect the nation and to defeat its enemies - which in effect 
means ail the Araps, with hardly a distinction. When they 
brutally assault - in “retaliation,” to be sure - innocent Arabs 
who have come for 4 cure or for a visit to an Afula hospital, as 
has happened this week, they will blame the media for libelling 
them by recording the unsavoury fact. 

If their picture*that emerges from the mirror of the media is 
vile, then break the mirror. 

Some newsmen, faced with so much hostility, may be. 
tempted to respond, spitefully, by blackballing their detractors. 
But such a counsel of despair must be rejected. The media will 
lose their very raison d'etre unless they keep true to their 
vocation - which is to tell the truth, as they see it, and even ifthe 
people themselves show themselves to be less than keen on 
exercising their right to know the truth. 

The wilder the better 

UNDER the prisoner exchange with Ahmed Jibril, hundreds 
of PLO terrorists, among them many convicted murderers, 
were allowed to return to their homes in the areas under Israel’s 
rule, where they were given a hero’s welcome. It is not 
unreasonable to speculate that this may have been one factor in 
the recent upsurge in terrorism, despite* Defence Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin's denial of the connection. 

But MK Uzi Landau, one of Herut's brightest new par- 
liamentary lights, is not content to fault the present government 
for making an agreement that, he argued, has increased the 
danger to Jewish lives. In an address to the Knesset "n 
Wednesday he blamed the government - which, as he pointedly 
observed, is headed by the Alignment's Shimon Peres - for 
making the murder of Jews into “an Arab national sport.” No 
less. 

-Mr Landau appears to suffer from a lapse of memory, if not 
something worse. The terrorists set free for the three Israeli 
soldiers held hostage by Jibril include more than a few captured 
for committing heinous crimes during the reign of the Likud - 
among them two of the mass killers in Hebron in May 1980. 

It is strange that Mr. Landau does not remember these 
elementary facts. But what truly passes belief is that he does not 
know - what most everyone does - that the present national 
unity government under Mr. Peres did not work out an 
agreement with Jibril, but only ratified an accord already 
entered into, in its essentials, by the previous Likud administra- 
tion headed by Yitzhak Shamir in the summer of 1983. 

The precise number of PLO prisoners to be released was still 
to be settled by the present government. But three principles 
had already been laid down: Israel would not veto any names 
listed by Jibril: it would allow all released prisoners to return to 
their homes, and it would not rearrest them on the old charges. 

These facts are already in the public domain. They were not 
rebutted when published. They still may be: controversy is the 
lifeblood of democracy. But demagogic falsehood is its poison. 
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Speaking out 
on apartheid

FEW PEOPLE in Israel have sym- 
pathy with apartheid: even if one 
realizes that there are no facile solu- 
tions to the South African dilemma, 
most Israelis would agree that a 
regime based on the racial princi- 
ples, which effectively disenfranch- 
ises the vast majority of the popula- 
tion, is evil and unconscionable. 

Yet most ' Israelis are equally 
aware of the fact that in the real 
world of politics, Israel - like many 
other countries - has good grounds 
to maintain, because of raison d'etat, 
relations with South Africa. So do 
most Western, democratic coun- 
tries, whose abhorrence of apartheid 
is dear and vocal. 

Equally. Israel would maintain, as 
it did in the past, relations with the 
Soviet Union, regardless of the tota- 
litarian nature of its regime. 

One of the factors which also 
weighs heavily on tbe quality of 
relations between Israel and South 
Africa is the presence of a 
flourishing Jewish community in 
South Africa. It is one of the Jewish 
communities in the Diaspora most 
supportive of Israel, and while most 
of its members feel exceedingly un- 
comfortable with apartheid, they 
still choose to remain in South Afri- 
ca: just as Israel's complex rela- 
tionship with the Soviet Union is 
overshadowed by Israeli concerns 
for Soviet Jewry, so (with all due 
differences taken into account), a 
Jewish state cannot rule out the 
Jewish component in its relationship 
with a foreign power, repressive and 
oppressive as its regime may be. 

THE POST-1973 policy of most 
black African nations towards Israel 
is a further ingredient determining 
Israeli attitudes with regard to South 
Africa. In the halcyon days of 
friendship between Israel and the 
emerging nations of -black Africa. 
Israel kept its diplomatic liaison with 
South Africa to a minimum. 

After most black African nations 
chose to sever diplomatic relations 
with Israel due to Arab pressure in 
the wake of the Yom Kippur War. 
Israel would have looked foolish 
indeed if it had decided then that- 
what is permissible for Western 
democracies is not permissible for 
Israel. Since the mid-1970s, Israel 
has maintained full diplomatic rela- 
tions with South Africa, and thus is 
now in the same category as the 
United States. Britain. France, Hol-

cies. To ask Israel to refrain from 
doing what these nations are doing 
would be hypocritical and would 
introduce a double standard into the 
diplomatic arena which smacks of 
covert anti-Semitism. 

OVER THE YEARS, many econo- 
mic and technological ties have de- 
veloped between Israel and South 
Africa: South Africa allows gener- 
ous transfers of Jewish contributions 
to Israel; Israel has stepped up its 
exports to South Africa. 

Some Israeli businessmen have 
occasionally engaged in question- 
able deals in this context, especially 
with the so-called national home- 
lands (Banvustans), like Cisksei, 
Transkei and others: but official 
Israeli positions have consistently 
opposed any links with those states', 
which have not received any interna- 
tional recognition whatsoever. 

That Israel was not able to stop 
these commercial contacts is part of 
the burden of being a free and demo- 
cratic nation: that some politicians, 
mostly linked with the Likud, have 
occasionally expressed ideological 
support for the Bantu stans. only 
suggests the fallibility of human 
judgments in foreign as well as in 
internal affairs. 

Notwithstanding all these con- 
tacts. Israel has consistently con- 
demned apartheid in all international 
forums and its position is on the 
record at the United Nations and 
other international bodies. 

ALL THIS SHOWS how complex is 
the context within which Israel has to 
make its derisions with regard to 
South Africa: it is a classical case 
where morality and raison d'etat are 
intertwined and not easily sepa- 
rated. 

Add this to a further considei^- 
tion: Zionism is often linked by its 
enemies with racism, and on many 
occasions Israel is accused of pur- 
suing, vis-a-vis our Arab population, 
a policy akin to apartheid. That this 
is a blatant lie and conscious distor- 
tion does not change the fact that 
consequently any connection be- 
tween Israel and South Africa is 
linked not to mere raison d'etat con- 
siderations, but also to ideological 
consanguinity. 

Most Israeli governments have 
been aware of this, and have con- 
sciously followed a policy of trying to 
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keep at minimum any public appear- 
ance of cordiality with South Africa, 
the 1976 visit to Israel by the then 
prime minister John Vorster (under 
a Labour government) was a major 
exception, and most Israeli officials 
agree today (even if they thought 
otherwise during the visit) that this 
was a cardinal mistake. 

Israel also keeps a distance from 
some of the powerful propaganda 
organs of South Africa which spend 
enormous sums of money, in Israel 
and among Jewish co mmuni ties m 
-tbe West, to further tbe idea that 
South Africa and Israel havq com- 
mon enemies (Communism), if not 
common values. Most Israelis would 
take a very dim view of such simplis- 
tic understanding of (he real world. 

FOR MANY YEARS. Israel has 
lived with these contradictions and 
tensions. With tbe deterioration of 
the present situation in South Afri- 
ca. Israel will soon have to make a 
□umber of decisions. None of the ’ 
options are easy, but doing nothing 
is also a derision, and its price may 
be the most stiff. 

One should say at tbe outset that 
there is no reason for Israel to break 
off diplomatic relations with South 
Africa. If 20 black African nations 
resumed diplomatic relations with 
Israel, it might be arguable that 
IsraSl should cohsiafef lbvkeHtig 
again the status of its diplomatic 
representation in Pretoria. Bat so 
long as this does not happen - and it 
is unlikely to happen in the immedi- 
ate future - the considerations 
enumerated at the outset of this 
article for maintaining normal di- 
plomatic relations with South Africa 
remain in force. 

On the other hand, Israel cannot 
remain silent. At a time when tbe 
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socialist government of France is 
withdrawing its ambassador and its 
investments from South Africa, and 
tbe LTnited Nations Security Council 
is strongly condemning the present 
state of emergency imposed by Pre- 
toria, Israel cannot afford to remain 
silent. 

•It is true that the Botha adminis- 
tration has tried to introduce some 
significant reforms, and all of them 
were in tbe right direction: some 
were taken at considerable risk to 
the government's base of support 
within the Afrikaner community. 

Bat that is not the question: what 
becomes dear now is that a system in 
which race and colour are the found- 
ation of government, cannot hold 
out in the long run. 

WHERE DO WE stand on this? 
When Jews are victimized on racial, 
religious and political grounds any- 
where. we - justly - seek die support 
of enlightened public opinion in the 
West. Are we sensitive to racism 
only if its victims are Jews? 

. Israel should speak out against 
racial repression in South Africa. It 
wifi not hurt, our commercial and 
technological dealings with South 
Africa. Bluntly, they need us more 
than we need them. Nor will it hurt 
the Jewish community - this com- 
munity has itself condemned apar- 
theid in a very stong statement, and 
anyone who knows the internal 
situation in South Africa must real- 
ize that it took quite a bit of courage 
for the Jewish community, one of the 
pillars of the white establishment, to 
make such a statement. 

Prime Minister Shimon Peres has 
in the past as a vice president of the 
Socialist International, concurred 



with a number of strong condemna- 
tions of apartheid . As prime minis- 
ter of the Jewish state, he cannot 
remain silent: he has to speak out - 

dearly, responsibly. 

Without offering any facile solu- 
tions to the tragic conundrums of 
South African policy, the prime 
minister should make it clear that 
we, the People of the Book, the 
descendants of the prophets, cannot 
remain silent when race and colour 
are made into criteria for political 
participation. 

. It is beside the point to suggest 
that most black nations, on becom- 
ing independent. developed in many 
cases into horrible dictatorships. 
This only suggests that the lust for 
power affects blacks just as it has 
affected, and still affects, whites. 

The point is that when enlight- 
ened, liberal public opinion in the 
West - that public opinion which 
voted against the equation of Zion- 
ism with racism - speaks. out against 
racism in South Africa, our voice has 
also to be heard. Individuals cannot 
make such statements, the govern- 
ment as such - divided as it is - is 
obviously incapable of agreeing on 
anything for which there is no strong 
constituency at home. 

Only the prime minister can do this: ’ 
he owes it to the people of Israel: to 
his colleagues in the, Socialist Inter- 
national; to those whose help we 
seek with regard to Soviet Jewry. 

Above all, he owes it to himself. 
As a Jew, as a Zionist, as a human 
being.
